Tho  ooaatoa  waa  devoted  ohlafly  to 
a  discuealon  of  tho  report  of  tho  Min- 
ister of  Agriculture. 

Vladimir  Purlskevltch.  vice-president 
of  tho  Union  of  Truo  Ruaataao.  whoa* 
violent  attack  upon  tho  Government 
waa  a  feature  of  tho  laat  session,  oon- 
tlnupfj,  hla  crlUclam  of  tha  Imparl  el 
authorities,  but  In  milder  vein,  and  hla 
remarks   caused    little   commotion.

'LONDON,  Feb.  28.— British  troops 
occupied  the  Important  village  of 
Oommecourt  today,  and  captured  the 
villages  of  Thilloy  and  Pulsleux-au- 
Mont,  aa  well  as  advancing  their  lines 
more  than  half  a  mile  to  tho  northeast 
of  Oommecourt  This  announcement  is 
made  in  the  report  from  British  head- 
quarters in  France  tonight,  which  also 
records  several  raids  of  minor  Import- 
ance.    The  statement  reads: 

we  attacked  and  cap- 
tured portion  of  aa  enemy  trench 
northeast  of  Sallly-Baillisel,  and  took 
85  prisoners,  including-  two  officers,  and 
one  machine  sun. 

"Our  advance  north  and  south  of  tho 
lanere  continued  during-  the  night.  WO 
occupied  Oommecourt  today.  We  have 
captured  the  village*  of  Thilloy  and 
Puieieux-au-Mont,  together  with  the 
trench  aystems  adjoining  them,  ,and 
have  pushed  our  line  forward  a  thous- 
and yards  to  the  northeast  of  Oomme- 
court. 

"A  successful  raid  was  carried  out 
laat  night  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Clary.  Our  troops  reached  the  enemy's 
aocond  line  and  captured  22  prisoners. 
We  also  entered  the  enemy's  positions 
northeast  of  Arras  and  southwest  and 
weat  of  Lens,  and  bombed  several  oc- 
cupied  dugouts. 

"An  enemy  raid  northeast  of  Armen- 
tleres  waa  repulsed  with  loss. 

"Much  valuable  reconnaissance  work 
was  carried  out  by  our  airplanes  yes- 
terday. A  number  of  sir  fights  took 
place,  and  three  of  our  machines  were 
brought  down."  , 


PARIS,  Feb.  38.— Tonight's  official 
War  Office   statement  reads: 

"Both  artilleries  were  exceedingly 
active  In  all  directions  along  the  Avro 
front.  Enemy  reconnalsances  in  the 
region  of  Royo  failed.  Our  batteries 
effectively  shelled  the  German  organis- 
ations In  (bo  sector  of  Hill  304.  There 
is  nothing  to  report  on  the  rest  of  tho 
front." 

The   Belgian   communication    says: 

"North  of  Dlxmude  the  Belgians  re- 
pulsed a  Oarman  patrol  which  attempt- 
ed to  approach  a  post  during  the  night. 
In  tho  region  of  Bteenstraete  and  Ilet 
Has  there  was  bomb  fighting  of  unus- 
ual   violence."

BERLIN,  Feb.  28.— The'  following 
German  war  statement  was  issued  to- 
night: 

"On  the  north  bank  of  the  Somme,  a 
(British  attack  between  Lo  Transloy  and 
flallly  was  repulsed.  The  fighting  con- 
tinues at  two  points  on  our  mom  ad- 
vanced trenohes. 

"No  Important  actions  are  reported 
from    the   Eastern    front." 

Important  Capture 
From  a  Staff  Correspondent  of  the 
Associated  Press,  British  Headquarters 
in  France,  Feb.  18.— Oommecourt,  one 
of  tho  Oermaa  strong  points  which 
held  out  against  the  fury  of  the  British 
offensive  laat  July,'  Is  the  latest  of  the 
French  villages  to  be  yielded  by  the 
Germans,  whose  retiring  movement  be- 
gan a  few  days  ago. 

Oommecourt  baa  been  tbe  nose  of  the 
salient  Jutting  Into  the  British  lines 
for  months,  and  Its  occupation  marks 
tbe  giving  way  of  what  was  regarded 
aa  the  northern  hinge  of  the  German 
line,  which  is  now  swinging  back,  and 
lends)  further  color  to  the  theory  that 
this  la  but  tbe  first  step  towards  short- 
ening the  line  in  the  Arras-Somme  re- 
gion. 

Meantime  the  British  have  ap- 
proaobad  to  within  a  mile  of  Bapaume, 


In  which  town  further  explosions  have 
been  heard.  It  Is  reliably  reported  that 
tbe  famous  Bapaume  clock  tower,  long 
spared  by  the  British  artillery,  has 
been  blown  up  by  the  Germans.  Tbe 
clock  towers  at  Achlet-le-Petit  and 
Bucquoy  have  also  been  blown  up,  the 
Germans  apparently  being  determined 
to  leave  nothing  behind  which  by  any 
chance  could  be  made  available  for  ob- 
servation, purposes. 

Ever  since  the  beginning  of  the  Her- 
man withdrawal  the  British  advance 
has  largely  been  won  after  severe  fight- 
ing. The  Germans  appear  to  have 
picked  their  best  men  and  officers  to 
cover  the  retreat,  these  being  left  In 
machine  gun  groups  of  approximately 
•0  men,  protected  by  high  velocity  guns 
far  In  the  roar  and  linked  up  with  the 
retiring  headquarters  by  telephones. 
There  was  particularly  hard  fighting 
about  Puialeux-au-Mont,  and  when  the 
British  entered  they  found  many  Ger- 
man dead.  Germans  also  adopted  their 
favorite  practice  of  incessantly  shelling 
the  evacuated  points.  They  poured  per- 
fect streams  of  shells  Into  Tries,  Mlrau- 
mont,  Serre  and  other  villages  today 
from  faraway  "heavies"  mounted  on 
railroad  trucks,  and  lighter  calibre 
weapons  which  were  doing  the  double 
duty  of  shooting  off  reserve  ammuni- 
tion and  wearing  themselves  out  before 
possible  abandonment. 

■hell-Torn   Ground 

In  addition  to  depending  upon  picked 
troops  to  cover  their  retreat,  the  Ger- 
mans have  also  placed  confidence  In  the 
temporary  barrier  Imposed  by  a  belt 
of  ground  more  than  a  mile  wide,  which 
has  been  shelled  for  two  yeara.  In 
some  places  reaching  a  chaos  of  churn- 
ed up  earth,  where  once  fair  Holds  and 
modern  railways  existed.  Once  this  la 
bridged,  however,  tbe  battle  against  the 
Germans  Will  be  transferred  to  Arm 
ground. 

Tho  outposts  have  been  fighting  for 
the  past  48  houra  with  grim  determin- 
ation. Orders  have  been  found  on  tbe 
Germans  to  Impede  enemy  pursuit  at 
all  hazards.  Some  of  the  German  dead 
among  the  rear  guard  appear  to  have 
been  equipped  for  three  or  four  weeks, 
another  Indication,  as  figured  by  Brit- 
lsh  officers,  that  the  retirement  move- 
ment may  extend  over  thirty  days,  and 
that  the  desire  is  to  delay  any  extensive 
British  forward  movement  during  that 
time.  Although  the  fighting  has  been 
heavy,  It  la  evident  that  It  waa  design- 
ed to  cover  the  withdrawing  troops,  and 
at  no  point  has  there  developed  a  ten- 
dency on  the  part  of  the  Germans  to 
conduct  an  action  which  would  Involve 
any  great  body  of  their  troops.  The 
question  of  the  effect  of  the  retirement 
on  the  morale  of  the  men  engaged  in 
the  retreat  has  evidently  been  carefully 
considered  by  the  Germans,  and  has 
led,  among  other  things,  to  providing 
them  with  especially  good  warm  food. 


AMSTERDAM,  Feb.  28.— Tbe  Tele- 
graaf  learns  that  the  Austrlans  have 
sentenced  to  death  lt.0  inhabitants  of 
Boanla  and  Herzegovina  who  claim

There  Is  no  doubt  that  the 
arming  of  American  merchantmen  will 
mean  a  fight  between  submarines  and 
American  vessels,  which  necessarily 
will  produce  a  state  of  war." 

"Keep  Oat  of  Our  Way" 

THE  HAGUE,  Feb.  28.— Commenting 
on  the  sinking  of  the  Laconla,  The 
Cologne  Gazette,  a  copy  of  ><  which  has 
been  received  here,  says: 

"We  can  understand  British  sailors 
regarding  it  as  proof  of  courage  and 
devotion  to  duty  to  brave  the  dangers 
of  submarine  war  on  freight  ships,'  but 
we  cannot  understand  a  shipping  com- 
pany under  British  control  permitting 
a  passenger  ship  to  cross  the  danger 
zone,  foolishly  exposing  women  "  and 
children  to  almost  certain  death,  nor 
the  extreme  rashness  of  thoBO  who 
thus   risked    their  lives."

spection of  the  guard  of  honor  to  be 
furnished  by  the  88th  Regiment,  under 
command  of  Capt.  W.  !•:.  Oliver,  will 
enter  tha  Chamber  by  way  of  the  main 
entrance  always  closed  except  upon  oc- 
casions when  the  representative  of 
l  loyalty  makes  an  official  visit  to  Par- 
liament. 

Aa  today's  ceremony  marks  the  In- 
itial Inauguration  of  a  new  Parliament 
the  opening  ceremonies  will  differ  some- 
what from  those  which  accompany  the 
usual  annual  legislative  openings.  On 
tho  arrival  of  His  Honor  he  will  bo  met 
at  the  bar  of  the  House  by  the  Ser- 
geant-nt-arm*.  who  will  precede  him  to 
the  throne.  His  Honor  will  take  the 
ehatr  and  tho  Provincial  Secretary  will 
declare  that  hla  Honor  does  not  sea  fit 
to  announce  tho  causes  which  led  him 
to  summon  the  House  together  until 
It  baa  elected  Ha  Speaker.  After  his 
Honor  leaves  tbe  Chamber  the  House 
will  elect  aa  He  Speaker  Mr.  John  W. 
Weart.  member  for  South  Vancouver. 
after,  which  his  Honor  will  return  and 
.,  deliver   the  speech   from   the   throne,  a 


lengthy  document  which  will  outline 
the  Government's  proposed  legislation 
during   the  session. 


On  Friday  the  first  bnainesa  session 
of  the  Legislature  will  be  held,  when 
the  debate  on  the  address  In  reply  to 
the  speech  from  the  throne  will  be 
moved  by  Mr.  Henry  C.  Hall,  junior 
member  for  Victoria,  the  youngest  mem- 
ber of  the  Houee,  and  seconded  by  Mr. 
John  Keen,  member  for  Kaalo,  who  en-

Hii  Honor  will  be  accompanied  by  a 
naval  and  military  escort  composed  of 
the  lending  officers  of  Hla  Majesty's 
forces  here.

LONDON,  via  Ottawa,  Feb.  2».— The 
following  communique  waa  iaaued  by 
the  Canadian  War  Records  Office  to- 
day; 

"Tbe  frequent  harassing  of  the  en- 
emy by  raiding  parties  and  the  sys- 
tematic destruction  of  bis  entrench- 
ments waa  continued  during  the  paat 
week.  There  haa  been  no  cessation  In 
the  activity  of  ouf  night  patrols  and 
snipers.  Our  artillery  and  trench  mor- 
tars were  well  occupied  with  special 
targets. 

"On  Monday  morning  shortly  after  9 
o'clock  several  parties  from  a  Mani- 
toba battalion  attacked  the  German 
trenches  at  different  points  along  a 
600  yard  frontage.  One.  party  came 
unexpectedly  upon  a  German  group 
who  were  occupying  a  saphead,  and 
who  fired  a  volley  at  short  range  into 
our  men,  checking  their  advance. 

"The  other  parties,  however,  success- 
fully reached  their  objectives,  over- 
came all  opposition  and  for  ten  min- 
utes quickly  and  effectively  carried; 
out  their  allotted  tasks.  Nine  dug- 
outs, which  were  evidently  occupies, 
but  from  which  the  enemy  refused  to 
emerge,  were  destroyed.  One  mine 
shaft  was  discovered,  In  which  an  en- 
gine was  heard,  and  in  which  several 
Germans  were  working  or  had  taken 
shelter  from  our  artillery  lira  Sergt. 
Lloyd  placed  a  large  portable  charge 
of  exploaives  at  the  head  of  the  shaft 
and  despite  the  danger  which  he  knew 
he  himself  must  incur,  he  lit  the  fuse 
and  then  sought  to  escape,  but  the 
terrific  upheaval  which  followed  was 
not  only  the  explosion  of  the  charge 
but  of  the  German  mine  itself,  In 
which  evidently  a  great  quantity  of 
explosives  had  already  been  placed. 
Heavy   -Damage   Boas 

"Masses  of  earth,  some  of  which 
must  have  weighed  several  tons,  were 
thrown  into  the  air.  Sergt,  Lloyd  was 
unfortunately  burled  beneath  this 
avalanche,  but  the  -German  front  Hoe 
at  that  point  was  blown  to  pieces,  and 
many  of  the  enemy  were  killed.  Twenty 
Gorman  dead  were  counted  In  the 
trenches,  and  three  unwounded  pris- 
oners were  captured.  The  three  men 
were  singularly  small  and  of  a  very 
low  order  of  Intelligence.  One  of  them 
had  a  glass  eye.  They  belonged,  in- 
deed, to  a  Bantam  company  of  the 
110th  Bavarian  Infantry  Regiment. 
Our  own  casualties  amounted  to  thir- 
teen. 

"During  this  raid  our  guns  engaged 
the  enemy  batteries  with  considerable 
success,  neutralizing  their  Are  and  re- 
ducing their  retaliation.  One  of  our 
lieutenants,  after  returning  safely  to  his 
trench,  heard  that  some  wounded  men 
had  not  been  able  to  get  back.  Taking 
two  of  his  own  men  he  promptly  went 
out  again  to  the  rescue.  They  came  un- 
der heavy  fire  from  the  German  trenches. 
One  man  was  killed  and  the  other 
wounded:'  The  lieutenant,  after  ascer- 
taining that  all  the  other  wounded  men 
had  returned,  himself  carried  back  the 
wounded  man  of  his  own  party. 

"Hardly  was  this  raid  accomplished 
when  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day, 
we  struck  again  a  little  farther  north 
across  the  shattered  trenohes  which  we 
had  enttered  so  successfully  on  Febru- 
ary 13.  A  Saskatchewan  regiment  fur- 
nished the  storming  party,  consisting 
of  nearly  a  hundred  men.  All  objectives 
were  reached,  and  the  work  of  wiping 
out  the  garrison  was  moat  expeditiously 
performed.  Twelve  dugouts  were 
bombed  and  their  entries  blown  In.  In 
one  of  theae  two  Germans  came  to  the 
door,  but  would  come  no  farther.  They 
were  dealt  with.  From  another  one 
twelve  Germans  suddenly  emerged  and 
attempted  to  run,  away.  Four  of 
them  escaped.  Four  sniper  posts,  two 
machine  gun  emplacements  and  one 
machine  gun  were  destroyed.  Many 
dead  Germans  were  seen  In  the  trenches. 
Our  own  casualties  were  seven  men 
slightly   wounded. 

"An  Ontario  battalion.  In  co-operation 
with  another  party  from  the  Manitoba 
regiment  already  mentioned,  again  raid- 
ed the  enemy  trenches  on  Thursday  af- 
ternoon. The  Germans  were  manning 
their  trenches  more  heavily  than  uaual 
and  made  a  strong  resistance.  They  evi- 
dently had  had  orders  to  show  greater 
resolution  In  the  defence  of  their  line. 
All  of  our  parties,  however,  except  one 
which  waa  held  up  by  the  fire  of  three 
machine  guns  from  the  left,  succeeded 
in  entering  the  German  trenches.  Four 
occupied  dugouts  were  treated  in  the 
usual  manner,  and  thirty-live  of  the 
enemy  were  killed. 

"Within  twenty-four  minutes  of  the 
beginning  of  tbe  raid  .  our  men  were 
safely  back  In  their  own  lines.  One 
wounded  prisoner  of  the  11  lth  Bavarians, 
died  on  hla  way  over. 

"During  the  week  the  enemy  made  two 
half-hearted  attempta  to  reach  our 
trenchea  In  retaliation,  but  on  both  oc- 
casions he  waa  driven  off  and  suffered 
casualties  from  our  Lewis  gun  and  rifle 
nra,-

ZIMMERMANN'S  INSTRUCTIONS 

FOR  MINISTER  TO  MEXICO 


Count  von  Bernstorff,  as  Usual,  One  of  Active  Plot- 
ters^— Whole  Series  of  German  False  Representa- 
tions and  Hypocritical  Pretences  Exposed-— 
Work  of  Agents  Among  Mexicans. 


Dominion  Government  Makes 
Provisions  for  Advantage  of 
Homesteaders  Who  Are  Will- 
ing to  Work  on  Other  Farms, 


OTTAWA,  Feb.  28. — Owing  to  the  en- 
listment for  overseas  service  and  to  the 
number  of  men  employed  In  the  manu- 
facture of  munitions,  there  is  at  the 
present  time  a  great  scarcity  of  farm 
laborers.  The  Government,  realising 
this  condition,  has  passed  an  order- in- 
council  which  it  is  hoped  will  tend  to 
increase,  the  number*  In  Canada  willing 
to  do  farm  work  and  draw  from  the 
United  States  further  numbers  of  tbe 
sumo  class. 

By  the  provisions  of  the  order-ln- 
councll,  any  person  working  as  a  farm 
laborer  in  Canada  during  the  present 
year  is  entitled  to  have  counted  as  resi- 
dence on  any  homestead,  pre-emption,  or 
purchased  homestead  for  which  he  may 
have  entered,  tho  period  during  which 
he  was  thus  employed,  and  cultivation 
duties  may  be  performed  in  two  years 
instead  of  three  years. 

It  is  felt  that  by  making  this  pro- 
provision,  which  is  under  the  War 
Measures  Act,  any  homesteaders  who 
are  hampered  through  lack  of  capital  or 
the  necessary  stock  and  machinery,  will 
be  willing  to  engage  with  farmers  who 
have  all  necessary  stock  and  machinery 
and  merely  lack  labor,  and  that  the 
agricultural  output  of  the  country  will 
In  this  way  be  augmented  to  a  great  ex- 
tent.

t<ON'DON,  Feb.  28. — It  was  announced 
officially  today  that  the  British  gunboat 
Firefly,  which  was  lost  at  the  time  of 
the  retreat  from  Cteslphon,  near  Bagh- 
dad, has  been  recaptured. 

One  Turkish  ship  has  -been  taken  and 
one  destroyed. 

The    announcement   reads   as    follows: 

A  report  dispatched  late  Monday  by 
the  general  officer  commanding  in 
Mesopotamia  gives   the   following: 

"The  close  pursuit  of  the  retreating 
enemy  has  been  steadily  maintained 
throughout  Monday,  and  our  advanced 
troops  this  afternoon  were  engaging  the 
enemy  from  three  sides  at  a.  point  on 
the  left  bank  of  the  Tigris  over  thirty 
miles  north-northwest  of  Kut-el-Amara. 
During  his  flight,  the  enemy  has  aban- 
doned quantites  of  arms,  ammunition, 
tents,  equipment  and  stores  of  all  kinds, 
and  has  thrown  some  of  his  guns,  in- 
cluding four  5.»  howitzers,  Into  the 
river. 

"The  British  gunboat  Firefly,  which 
waa  lost  on  the  retreat  from  Cteslphon, 
has  been  recaptured,  and  in  addition  to 
thla  one  Turkish  ahlp  has  been  taken 
and   cans  destroyed.  

"The  total  of  prisoners  taken  Oa  Sun- 
day amounted  to  3«0.  All  reports  for 
today  have  not  yet  been  received,  but 
up  to  the  present  our  captures  are  11 
ofBcera  and  110  men."

WASHINGTON,  Feb.  28.— The  Associ- 
ated Press  Is  enabled  to  reveal  that 
Germany,  In  planning  unrestricted  sub- 
marine warfare,  und  counting  its  con- 
sequences, proposed  an  alliance  with 
Mexico  and  Japan  to  make  war  on  the 
United  States,  if  this  country  should 
not  remain   neutral. 

Japan,  through  Mexican  mediation, 
was  to  be  urged  to  abandon  her  Allies 
and  Join  In  the  attack  on  the  United 
States. 

Mexico,  for  her  reward,  was  to  receive 
general  flnanciall  aupport  from  Ger- 
many, reconquer  Texas,  New  Mexico, 
and  Arizona— lost  provinces — and  share 
in  the  victorious  peace  terms  Germany 
contemplated. 

Details  were  left  to  German  Minister 
von  Eckhardt,  In  Mexico  City,  who,  by 
Instructions  signed  by  German  Foreign 
Minister  Zlmmermann  at  Berlin  on 
January  19,  1917,  was  directed  to  pro- 
pose the  alliance  with  Mexico  to  Gen- 
eral Carranxa,  and  suggeat  that  Mexico 
aeek  to  bring  Japan  into  the  plot. 

These  Instructions  wero  transmitted 
to  von  Eckhardt  through  Count  von 
Bernstorff,  former  ambassador  here, 
now  on  his  way  to  Germany  under  a 
safe  conduct  obtained  from  his  enemies 
by  the  country  against  which  he  was 
plotting  war. 

Germany  pictured  to  Mexico,  by  broad 
Intimation,   England   and     the     Entente 
Allies  defeated,  Germany  and  her  allies 
triumphant,  and  In  world  domination  by 
the  Instrument  of  unrestricted  warfare. 
JaUnist*r*s    Instructions 
A  copy  of  Zlraraermann's  instructions 
to  von  Eckhardt,  aent  through  von  Bern- 
storff, Is  in    possession     of  the  United 
States  Government.    It  Is  as  follows: 
"Berlin,  January  19,  1917: 
"On  tha  first  of  February,  we  Intend 
to  begin  submarine  warfare  unrestricted. 
In   spite  of  thla   li   i»  our  intention   to 
endeavor  to  keep  neutral     the     United 
States  of  America. 

"If  this  attempt  Is  not  successful!  we 
propose  an  alliance  on  the  following 
basis  with  Mexico: 

"That  we  shall  make  war  together, 
and  together  make  peace.  We  shall 
give  general  financial  support,  and  it  is 
understood  that  Mexico  Is  to  conquer 
the  lost  territory  in  New  Mexico,  Texas 
and  Arizona.  The  details  are  left  to  you 
for  settlement. 

"You  are  Instructed  to  Inform  the 
President  of  Mexico  of  the  above  In  the 
greatest  confidence  as  soon  as  it  Is  cer- 
tain that  there  will  be  an  outbreak  of 
war  with  the  United  States,  and  sug- 
gest that  the  President  of  Mexico,  on  his 
own  initiative,  should  communicate 
with  Japan,  suggesting  adherence  at 
once  to  thin  plan;  at  tho  same  time  of- 
fer to  mediate  between  Germany  and 
Japan. 

"Please  call  to  the  attention  of  tho 
President  of  Mexico  that  the  employ- 
ment of  ruthless  submarine  warfare  now 
promises  to  compel  England  to  make 
peace  in  a  few  months. 

(Signed)  "ZIMMERMANN." 
Mapoaoa  Berlin  Falsehoods 
This  document  has  been  in  the  hands 
of  the  Government  since  President  Wil- 
ton broke  off  diplomatic  relations  with 
Germany.  It  has  been  kept  secret 
while  the  President  haa  been  asking  Con- 
gress for  full  authority  to  deal  -with 
Germany,  and  while  Congress  has  been 
hesitating.  It  was  in  the  President's 
hands  while  Chancellor  Bethmann-Hotl- 
weg  was  declaring  that  the  United 
States  had  placed  an  Interpretation  on 
the'  submarine  declaration  never  Intend- 
ed by  Germany,  and  that  Germany  had 
piomoted  and  honored  friendly  relations 
with  the  United  States  "aa  an  heirloom 
from  Frederick  the  Great."  Of  Itself, 
if  there  was  no  qther.  It  Is  considered 
a  sufficient  answer  to  the  German 
Chancellor's  plaint  that  the  United 
Statea  "brusquely"  -broke  off  relations 
without  giving  "authentic"  reasons  for 
Its  action.  The  document  supplies  th-V 
missing  link  to  many  separate  chains  of 
circumstances  which  until  now  have 
seemed  to  lead  to  no  definite  point.  It 
sheds  new  light  upon  the  frequently  re- 
ported but  undeflnable  movements  of  the 
Mexican  Government  to  couple  Its  situ- 
ation with  the  friction  between  the  Unit- 
ed States  and  Japan.  It  adds  another 
chapter  to  the  celebrated  report  of  Jules 
Cambon.  French  Ambassador  In  Berlin 
before  the  war,  of  Germany's  world-wMe 
plana  for  stirring  etrlfe  on  every  cer.ttf 
r.ent  where  thejr  might  aid  her  In  the 
struggle  for  world  domination,  which 
Germany  dreamed  was  close  at  hand.  It 
adds  a  climax  to  the  operations  of  Count 
von  Bernstorff  and  the  German  Em- 
bassy In  thla  country,  which  have  been 
eclored  with  passport  frauds,  charges  of 
dynamite  plots  and  Intrigues,  the  full 
extent  of  which  never  haa  been  pub- 
lished. 

It  gives  new  credence  to  persistent 
reports  of  submarine  bases  on  Mexican 
territory  in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico:  it 
takes  cognisance  of  a  fact  long  recog- 
nised by  American  army  chiefs,  that  if 
Japan  ever  undertook  to  Invade  the 
United  Statea  It  probably  would  be 
through  Mexico,  over  tho  border  and 
Into  the  Mississippi  Valley,  to  split  tao 
country  to  two.  It  recalls  tank  Count 
von  BornatorfT.  when  handed  hw  pans 
porta,  was  vary  reluctant  to  return  to 
oermaay,  ant  expressed  a  preference 
for,  an  asylum  to  Cuba.

proposal  to  neutrals  that  exports  ot 
food  and  munitions  to  the  Entente  Al- 
lies be  cut  off,  and  an  intimation  that

What  Congress  will  do,  and  how  mem* 
bers  of  Congress  who  openly  have  sym- 
pathized with  Germany  In  tliajr  opposi- 
tion to  clothing  the  President  with  full 
authority  to  protect  American  righta 
will  regard  the  revelations,  ot'  Ger- 
many's macninationa  .to — attack — tha 
United  States  is  the  subject  ot  keenest 
interest. 

Such  a  proposal  as  Germany  instruct- 
ed her  minister  to  make  to  Mexico  bor- 
ders on  an  act  of  war,  if  actually  It  la 
not  one. 

Ni>  doubt  exists  here  now  that  tho 
persistent  reports  during  the  last  year 
of  the  operations  of  German  agents,  not 
alone  In  Mexico  but  all  through  Central 
America  and  the  West  Indies,  are  based 
on  fact 

There  is  now  no  doubt  whatever  that 
the  proposed  alliance  with  Mexico  Wa| 
known  to  high  Mexican  officials  who 
are  distinguished  for  their  anti-Ameri- 
canism. Among  them  are  Rafael  Zu- 
baran,  Carranaa'a  minister  to  Germany, 
and  Luis  Cabrera,  Carranaa'a  Minister 
of  Finance. 

Cabrera'a  Slat 
It  is  apparent  that  the  proposal  had 
taken  definite  form  when  Zubaran  re- 
turned to  Mexico  City  from  Berlin  re- 
cently. Hla  return  from  hla  foreign 
post  waa  covered  by  tho  fact  that  Car- 
ranxa had  called  to  many  of  hla  diplomat* 
for  "conferences'*  Some  time  before 
that,  Cabrera  while  still  at  Atlantic 
City  In  tho  conferences  of  tho  Ameiioan- 
Muxlcan  Joint  commission  had.  sug- 
gested In  a  guarded  way*  to  a  member 
of  tho  American  section  that  be  re- 
gretted that  the  commission  had  not 
succeeded  fully  In  sottllh*  the  differ- 
encea  between  Mexico  and  the  United 
States,  for  he  aald.  he  had  hoped  It 
might  continue  Its  work  and  make 
peace  for  the  world. 

When  pressed  for  some  details  of 
how  the  commission  could  restore  world 
peace,  Cabrera  suggested  that  the  Amer- 
ican republics  controlled  the  destiny  of 
the  war  by  controlling  a  large  part  of 
Its  supplies.  Mexico,  he  intimated, 
might  do  he!*  part  by  cutting  off  exports 
of  oil.  The  American  commissioner* 
dismissed  his  ideas  as  visionary.  Al- 
most coincident  with  Zubaran's  return 
from  Germany  Cabrera  returned  to 
Mexico  City,  open  In  his  expressions  of 
anti-Americanism.  Zubaran,  before  be- 
ing sent  abroad,  had  represented  Gen. 
Carranza  hero  while  the  Nlagara'medla- 
tlon  conferences  were  proceeding,  a  in  I 
waa  no  less  avowedly  aiitl;Amerlcan 
than  Cabrera.  -.      ' 

-■Meanwhile  Baron  von  Schoen,  secre- 
tary of  the  German  Embassy  here,  waa 
transferred  to  the  legation  In  Mexico 
City.  No  explanation  could  be  obtained 
of  the  reason  for  his  transfer,  and  auch 
investigation  as  was  possible  failed  to 
develop  why  a  secretary  from  tho 
United  States  should  be  sent  to  the 
Oerman  '  legation  In  Mexico.  ilarou 
Schoen'a  association  with  the  moves. 
If  any  at  all,  does  not  appear.  The 
only  outward  Indication  that  he  might 
havo  been  connected  with  them  Is  found 
In  the  faot  that  he  recently  had  been 
detached  from  the  German  Embassy  In 
Toklo,  and  was  well  acquainted  witu 
the  Japanese  minister  In  Mexico  City.

His  aelection  was  testimony  by 
the  members  of  the  organization  to  ills 
earnest  and  continued  work  In  behalf 
of  the  association  and  the  unanimity 
with  which  It  was  made  was  indicative 
of  his  popularity  with  the  Conserva- 
tives of  tho  city.  Mr.  A.  C.  Burdick 
was  also  the  unanimous  choice  of  the 
meeting-  for  the  position  of  treasurer, 
and  Mr.  James  Haxtabls  was  re-elected 
secretary  without  opposition. 

In  point  of  Interest  In  the  proceed- 
ings, attendance  and  confidence  In  the 
future  of  the  party,  last  night's  gather- 
Ins;  was  undoubtedly  one  of  the  most 
successful  of  any  heretofore  held  by  the 
local  organisation.  Each  of  the  five 
wards  were  well  represented  by  its 
delegates,  there'  being  a  total  of  214 
present  out  of  the  regularly  accredited 
number  of  260.

Owing  to  the  fact  that  he  was  attending 
a  caucus  meeting  of  the  Opposition 
members  in  the  Legislature.  Mr.  W.  J. 
Bowser  was  unable  to  attend,  but  sent 
his  regrets  and  expressed  his  hope  that 
the  association   would   enter   upon   an- 

I  other  year  of  good  work  for  the  party.

Confident  of  Tutu  re 

Following  the  reading  of  the  cus- 
tomary reports  which  told  of  the  pro- 
gress and  present  satisfactory  condi- 
tion of  the  association  and  the  election 
of  officers  a  number  of  Important  re- 
solutions were  submitted  and  unanim- 
ously passed.  These  resolutions  were 
as   follows: 

"That  in  spite  of  the  reverse  suffer- 
ed by  the  Conservative  party  In  British 
Columbia  at  the  last  general  election 
the  Conservative  Association  of  Vic- 
toria Is  conivneed  that  the  principals 
of  Conservatism  are  most  conducive  to 
the  good  government  of  the  province 
and  will  most  certainly  lead  to  its  fu- 
ture development  and  prosperity.  It 
therefore  pledges  Itself  to  maintain  its 
organisation  and  to  use  every  endeav- 
our to  assert  Conservative  principles 
and  to  aid  in  restoring  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  Province  to  a  Conservative 
administration." 

"That  the  Conservative  Association 
of  Victoria,  B.  C.  in  annual  meeting  as- 
sembled desires  to  express  Its  unabated 
confidence  In  the  leader  of  the  party 
and  the  Federal  Government,  Sir  Robert 
Laird  Borden,  It  desires  to  place  on

It  maintains  that  noth- 
ing is  too  good  for  them,  and  that  not 
only  governmental  policy  hut  Individu- 
al effort  should  subordinate  every  other 
consideration  to  according  them  the 
most  generous  treatment  and  protec- 
tion." 

"That  the  Victoria  Conservative  As- 
sociation wishes  to  congratulate  the 
women  of  British  Columbia  on  having 
obtained  the  suffrage  in  political  mat- 
ters at  the  hands  of  a  Conservative 
Government.

Reference  wag  made  to  the  large 
number  of  the  association's  members 
now  on  active  service  and  to  the  work 
which  the  association  has  been  doing 
to  render  assistance  to  the  returned 
heroes,  the  wishes  of  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment that  the  returned  men  be 
given  preference  '  In  the  various 
branches  of  the  Government  service 
being  carried  into  effect  wherever  pos- 
sible. In  conjunction  with  the  Re- 
turned Soldiers'  Employment  Commit- 
tee the  association  had  been  success- 
ful in  securtng  work  for  a  large  num- 
ber of  returned  men  always,  It  was 
specifically  noted,  irrespective  of  the 
party  affiliations   of  such   men. 

Referring  to  the  uncertainty  as  to 
Federal  election,  but  voicing  the  belief 
that  it  is  the  general  wish  of  the  peo- 
ple of  Canada  that  there  should  not 
be  at  this  critical  time  In  the  history 
of  the  country,  any  distracting  Influ- 
ence to  take  the  minds  of  the  people 
from  the  supreme  work  of  winning  the 
war,  the  president  expressed  the  sin- 
cere hope  that  there  would  be  nothing 
done  to  arouse  political  strife  at  this 
time.  If  during  the  present  year  an 
election  were  held  it  would  only  be 
because  the  Liberal  Opposition,  In  Its 
anxiety  to  gain  political  control,  re- 
fused to  consent  to  a  further  exten- 
sion of  Parliament.  "If  ever  there 
was  a  time  when  the  political  hatchet 
should  be  burled  and  the  entire  energy 
of  the  Dominion  concentrated  upon  the 
gaining  of  a  victory  for  the  saks  of 
humanity  now  was  the  crucial  mo- 
ment," stated  the  report,  which  con- 
tinued: 

"Conservatives  are  proud  of  Sir 
Robert  and  his  colleagues,  and  appre- 
ciate the  manner  they  have  sho<^*.-red 
and  handled  tho  gigantic  tasks  that 
have  fallen  upon  their  shoulders, 
since  the  outbreak  of  war,  and  when 
we  hear  criticism  of  petty  details  of 
this  or  that,  that  should  have  been 
done,  we  might*  suggest  to  these 
critics  that  they  be  a  bit  broader  mind- 
ed, and  take  Into  consideration  the 
big  problems  that  have  been  solved 
during  the  past  two  and  a  half  years, 
In  the  raising  of  a  large  expeditionary 
force  of  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
men,  the  training  and  equipping  of 
these  troops,  the  transportation  of 
them  to  Europe,  the  establishment 
overseas  and  at  home  of  fine  hospitals, 
organization  of  and  manufacturing  of 
huge  quantities  of  munitions,  and  the 
many  other  preparations  of  a  war-like 
nature.  I  think  you  will  agree  with 
me,  that  these  far  outweigh  anything 
the  critics  have  to  offer.  It  Is  grant- 
ed that  some  mistakes  may  have  oc- 
curred, but  the  Individual  or  the  Gov- 
ernment has  not  yet  existed,  that  did 
not  make  mistakes  of  some  kind. 
Should  our  opponents  force  an  elec- 
tion upon  us,  we  will  be  found  ready 
to  pick  up  the  gauntlet,  and  ws  feel 
confident  that  we  can  carry  our  stand- 
ard  bearer  to   victory." 

Retiring  President  Hayward  called  at- 
tention to  the  harbor  works  calling  for 
expenditures  aggregating  14, 200,000, 
showing  the  attention  to  the  needs  of 
Victoria  paid  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment. He  regretted  the  fact  that 
economy  in  public  expenditures  at  this 
time  had  prevented  the  prosecution  of 
work  on  the  drydock,  but  expressed  his 
belief  that  under  existing  conditions  the 
Government's  curtailment  in  outlays  was 
the  proper  policy.  The  matter  was  now 
before  the  Imperial  authorities,  and 
upon  their  decision  would  depend  what 
will  be  dona 

Regret  was  expressed  at  the  death  of 
tho  late  Hon.  Ralph  Smith,  and  pleasure 
that  Mr.  W.  J.  Bowser  had  returned  to 
the  city  after  his  rest,  Improved  In 
health  and  ready  to  undertake  his 
Legislative  duties.

A  number  of  important  amendments 
to  the  constitution  of  the  club  were  de- 
cided upon.  One  permitted  of  the  for- 
mation of  an  advisory  committee  of  five 
men  from  each  of  the  wards,  to  meet 
with  the  executive,  when  the  latter  body 
deemed  It  necessary,  and  advise  upon 
matters  of  importance  to  the  associa- 
tion.

Another  amendment  per- 
mitted of  women  being  admitted  to  the 
association  on  a  standing  Identical  with 
that  of  men.  A  third  amendment  pro- 
vided for  additional  representation  by 
tho  ward  organizations  on  She  central 
committee  to  permit  women  being  on 
tho  latter  body. 

Short  addresses  were  made  by  Mr.  O. 
H.  Barnard.  M.  P..  and  Mr.  R.  F.  Green, 
M.  P.,  both  of  whom  congratulated  the 
association  upon  Its  decision  to  give 
the  women  equal  standing  with  tho  men.

Opinion  of  Military  Observers, 
Based  on  Reports  of  British 
Advances— Position  Exposed 
to  Heavy  Fire. 


LONDON,  Feb.  IS  —  British  troops  are 
established  In  Llgny.  just  one  mile 
south  of  Bapaume,  and  the  latter  strong- 
hold Is  expected  to  fall  Into  their  hands 
at  any  moment.  It  Is  highly  probable 
that  the  German  troops  already  have 
evacuated  Bapaume.  North  of  Serre, 
on  the  right  wing  of  the  British  line 
on  the  Ancre,  General  Cough's  forces 
pushed  forward  and  captured  the  west- 
ern and  northern  defences  of  Puieleux. 
while  to  the  southwest  of  Llgnjr.  tbs 
village  of  La  Barque  also  was  occupied. 

These  operations  represent  aa  ad- 
vance by  the  British  of  nearly  a  mils  on 
both  flanks  of  the  Anora-Somrae  Una 
The  latest  reports  Indicate  that  there 
Is  no  halt  in  the  German  withdrawal 
as  yet.  *  . 


With  Bapaume  apparently  abandoned, 
military  critics  here  are  at  a  loss  to 
say  where  the  present  German  retiring 
movement  will  end.  While  they  are 
skeptical  regarding  the  persistent  re- 
ports that  Prince  Rupprecht  Intends  to 
give  up  the  entire  Arras  salient,  the 
continued  retreat  of  the  Germans  be- 
yond the  line  It  was  presumed  they 
would  hold  has  strengthened  the  theory 
that  the  withdrawal  Is  going  to  be  far 
greater  than  was  ever  foreseen  here. 

There  Is  absolutely  no  comment  from 
Germany  to  guide  observers.  Not  the 
slightest  mention  of  the  great  with- 
drawal has  been  made  in  the  German 
official  communications  or  In  unofficial 
reports. 

The  great  question  being  discussed 
here  Is  whether  the  German  commander 
Is  preparing  to  strike  a  blow  in  some 
other  section  before  the  British  can 
■  tart  effective  operations  north  of  the 
Ancre  and  Somme.  The  reports  from 
General  Halg  are  still  so  cautious  and 
so  terse  that  there  Is  no  Indication  of 
how  far  the  Germans  are  now  from  the 
British  advanced  units,  or  whether  there 
Is  even  clear  weather  for  the  British 
aerial  forces  to  discover  the  exact  ex- 
tent of  the  enemy's  withdrawal.

If  the  Germans  should  take  their 
stand  where  General  Halg's  reports 
have  Indicated  they  are  at  the  present 
moment  established,  they  would  have 
an  advantageous  position  so  far  as  com- 
munications are  concerned.  Behind  their 
lines  would  run  the  loop  railroad  which 
has  Cambral  as  Its  chief  depot.  This 
line  passes  through  Bapaume  and  Achiet 
-le  Grande,  north  to  Bolsleux,  thence 
east  through  St  Leger  and  Croiselles, 
and  thence  back  to  Cambral.  Besides 
this  railroad  there  is  a  network  of  ex- 
cellent Fnsnch  highways,  especially 
good  between  Bapaume  and  Cambral  and 
Bapaume  and  Arras. 

Mention  Is  made  of  these  lines  be- 
cause upon  the  ability  of  the  Germans 
to  hold  their  present  alignment  depends 
ths  future  course  of  the  Somme  cam- 
paign. The  British  are  now  less  than 
two  miles  from  the  loop  railroad  at 
the  nearest  point  Aa  soon  as  their 
heavy  guns  ars  brought  up  it  Is  bound 
to  come  under  severe  fire. 

It  Is  Impossible  to  see  how  the  Ger- 
mans can  hold  Bapaume,  if  they  cherish 
any  deside  to  do  so,  after  the  British 
artillery  la  brought  forward.  From  the 
ridge  on  which  lies  Irles,  Llgny,  Le 
Barque,  and  Warlencourt  the  British 
guns  could  rake  the  enemy's  positions 
In  Bapaume  with  a  destructive  fire.

LONDON,  Fen.  21.— Two  Canadian 
women  among  the  survivors  of  ths  Le- 
ccnla  arrived  In  London  today  little  the 
worse  for  their  adventure.  They  are: 
Mrs.  Reed,  wife  of  Capt  Reed,  and 
daughter  of  Frederick  Buncombe,  former 
Mayor  of  Vancouver,  and  Mra  Gore- 
Langton,  of  Victoria,  B.  C,  also  recently 
married  -lo  a  Canadian  officer.  Both 
lost  all  their  baggage,  and  are  busy 
today  replenishing  their  scant  ward- 
robes. They  managed  to  escape  into 
lifeboats,  and  five  hours  after  the  La- 
conia was  sunk  were  picked  up  by  a 
relief  boat  They  were  given  places 
In  the  lifeboat  without  .  the  slightest 
suggestion  of  panic,  and  the  boat  was 
lowered  fairly  evenly,  although  It  did 
ship  a  little  watsr  at  ths  bow,  which 
soon  was  balled  out 

The  Canadian  women  were  among 
those  who  saw  the  submarine  return, 
and  they  heard  the  conversation  be- 
tween the  German  commander  and  the 
steward  who  was  In  charge  of  the 
neighboring  lifeboat.  ^Kll  the  lifeboats 
were  clear  of  the  Laoonla  when  the 
second  torpedo  struck  her.  There  was 
a  alight  moon  and  the  sea  was  calm,  and 
somehow  they  felt  they  would  soon  be 
rescued. 

The  coolness  of  the  women  passen- 
gers was  splendid,  and  the  crew  also  be- 
haved splendidly.  While  rowing  about 
waiting  for  the  patrol  ship,  they  sang 
songs,  among  them  Rule  Britannia. 

With  other  passengers,  the  two  Can- 
adian women  were  well  taken  care  of 
when  shifted  to  the  relief  boat  They 
were  cheered  for  their  bravery  when 
they  landed  at  Queenstown,  and  every- 
one from  that  time  until  they  were 
safely  harbored  In  a  hotel  In  the  West 
End  of  London  did  all  possible  to  make 
them  comfortable.

PARIS,  Feb.  27,  via  London,  Fsb.  28. 
— The  double  event  of  the  British 
armies'  victories  and  progress  at  Kut 
and  the  Ancre  has  been  greeted  here  and 
Is  watched  closely  a*  a  gratifying  testi- 
mony to  British  achievement  by  the 
whole  press.  However,  In  the  absence 
of  details  of  the  German  retreat  at  Ba- 
paume the  French  military  experts  still 
doubt  Its  exact  military  Importance. 
While  prepared  to  admit  that  the  Ger- 
man withdrawal  may  be  a  tactical  and 
strategical  one,  It  la  frankly  realised 
that  the  new  departure  in  trenoh  war- 
fare Is  mainly  the  result  of  the  tre- 
mendous pressure  of  the  British  army, 
especially  the  artillery. 

The  Journal  says  the  battle  of  the 
Ancre  Is  finished.  It  asks  If  there  will 
now  be  a  battle  of  Bapaume,  and  If  the 
Germans  will  commit  themselves  to 
light  there  when  they  have  refused  to 
do  so  in  the  extremely  strong  positions 
now  abandoned.  Their  tactics,  the 
Journal  says,  are  disconcerting.  "If  we 
had  two  or  three,  months  of  fierce  fight- 
ing, such  as  characterised  last  Sum- 
mer's campaign,  we  might  speak  of  the 
demoralisation  of  the  German  troops. 
This,  however,  cannot  be  the  case  after 
the  Winter.  Our  enemies  have  not  lost 
their  fighting  spirit  Let  us  make  no 
mistake;  If  they  prefer  to  give  way  un- 
der British  pressure  it  is  because  they 
want   to   husband   their  resources." 

The  same  idea  is  expressed  by  the 
military  correspondent  of  The  Gaulols. 
He  says  the  Germans  have  systematical- 
ly adopted  defensive  tactics  with  a 
view  to  economising  their  .forces.  "The 
German  plan,"  The  Gaulols  correspon- 
dent writes,  "Is  to  remain  on  a  defen- 
sive position  on  this  front  so  as  to  he 
able  to  bring  their  maximum  effort  In 
an  attack  upon  the  French  armies." 

La  Llberte's  correspondent  In  North 
France  concludes  his  dispatch  today  aa 
follows:  - 

"Examination  of  the  German  positions 
showed  that  the  enemy's  retreat  was 
fairly  precipitate.  He  put  out  of  ac- 
tion such  machines  as  hs  had  not  time 
to  remove  by  nightfall.  His  front  has 
not  yet  become  fixed.  When  the  British 
communiques  display  less  reserve  the 
British  effort  will  astound  everybody." 

Andre  Tudesq,  The  Journal's  corres- 
pondent at  the  British  front  writes: 

"The  final  defences  of  Bapaume  have 
fallen.  Without  fighting  the  Germans 
fell  back  rather  than  run  the  risk  of 
disastrous  casualties.  The  mystery  of 
this  simple  victory  is  especially  due  to 
the  terrifying  efficiency  of  the  new. gas 
sheSs,  which  were  tried  at  Beaumont- 
Hamel  In  December  and  Grandcourt  In 
February.

EMIGRATION  COMMITTEE

LONDON,  Feb.  28. — Confirmation  has 
now  been  officially  given  to  the  report 
already  cabled  by  the  Canadian  Associ- 
ated Press  that  the  agents-general  of 
the  various  Canadian  Provinces  have 
been  included  as  members  in  the 
Colonial  Office  committee  which  is  to 
consider  regulation  of  emigration  after 
the  war.  The  Canadian  Associated 
Press  has  also  been  officially  Informed 
that  Hon.  Robert  Rogers  has  been  ap- 
pointed by  the  Dominion  Government 
to  be  another  member  of  this  commit- 
tee. 

The  matter  of  Canada  having,  In  the 
original  plan,  only  one  representative 
on  the  committee  against  five  for  Aus- 
tralia and  two  from  New  Zealand,  was 
mentioned  in  the  House  of  Commons 
last  evening.  The  Colonial  Secretary 
Informed  the  House  that  he  had  learn- 
ed that  the  Dominion  Government 
would  prefer  fuller  representation,  and 
was  taking  steps  toward  this  end. 

Donald  MacMaster,  K.C.,  asked  why 
It  had  not  occurred  to  the  Colonial 
Secretary  that  such,  an  inequality 
would  be  severely  resented  in  Canada. 
The  Colonial  Secretary  replied: 

"I  think  that  the  honorable  gentle- 
man knows  quite  well  the  origin  of 
the  misunderstanding,  which  exists 
through  the  simple  fact  that  Austral- 
asian states  are  sovereign  states,  where- 
as  the  Provinces  of   Canada  are   not." 

Mr.  MacMaster  responded,  however, 
that  the  Province*  of  Canada  were  aa 
much  entitled  to  representation  as  the 
Australasian   states. 


LONDON,  Feb.  28 —Mr.  Griffiths,  of 
the  Canadian  High  Commissioner's 
Office,  state*  that  hia  Department  Is 
dissuading  womsn  and  children  from 
crossing  to  Canada  at  the  present  mo- 
ment on  the  strength  of  advice  given 
by  the  Admiralty.  This  reinforced 
stoppage  here  constlutes  a  grave 
hardship  In  many  cases,  but  ths  High 
Commissioner  considers  it  should  be 
borne  rather  than  run  the  present  risks 
of  ocean  travel.

Lord  Buckmaster's  Bill  to  En- 
able Them  to  Practise  as 
Solicitors  Commends  Itsejf 
Jo House iofj-ordj, ,t/ "" 

LONDON,  Feb.  28. — Lord  Buckmas- 
ter  in  the  House  of  Lords  last  evening 
had  the  satisfaction  of  securing  the 
second  reading,  without  division,  of  his 
bill  to  enable  women  to  practise  as 
solicitors.  He  approached  the  ques- 
tion, a*  Lord  Sumner  said,  "In  the 
■plrlt  of  a  courteous  knight  errant." 
After  pointing  out  that  women  were 
at  present  engaged  in  almost  every  oc- 
cupation hitherto  considered  exclusive- 
ly man's,  he  asked  the  House  not  to 
defer  its  consent  to  the  measure  until 
time  had  robbed  it  of  Its  graeloue- 
ness.  H*  recalled  that  a  woman  once 
sat  on  the  Woolsack,  and,  possibly 
through  lack  of  training,  administered 
such  a  wholly  unprecedented  form  of 
justice  that  ths  City  of  London  arose 
in  mutiny  against  her. 

Lord  Halsbury,  who  opposed  the  bill, 
gave  a  different  version  and  stated  that 
the  woman  had  to  adjourn  proceedings 
In  order  to  become  the  mother  of  Ed- 
ward L  ' 

The  Lord  Chancellor  was  also  found 
in  opposition,  although  he  announced 
that  the  Government  would  leave  the 
question  to  the  Judgment  of  the  House. 
He  regarded  the  proposal  a*  a  step  In 
the  wrong  direction,  end  did  not  be- 
lieve the  active  practice  of  the  profes- 
sion was  compatible  or  proper  for 
women   a*   mothers. 

The  debate  was  wholly  favorable  to 
the  bill. 

Lord  Sumner,  In  *  delightful  speech, 
■aw  no  danger  In  the  proposal,  and 
failed  to  see  why  an  educated  woman 


should  be  regarded  as  unfit  to  prepare 
a  wUl  or  a  marriage  settlement. 

Lord  Loreburn  supported  the  bill,  re- 
marking that  women  were  Just  aa  wall 
qualified  as  men  to -act  a*  solicitors.     ■ 

NEW  PENSION  PLAN 

■tore     Liberal    Allowance*    for    British 
Soldiers    and   >S— Ills*   to   Me 
Provided    ' 

LONDON,  Feb.  II.— An  ord*r-ln-coun- 
cll  **t*bll*hlng  a  new  pension  plan  for 
the  British  army  was  issued  today.  Un- 
der It  privates  tMally  disabled  will  re- 
ceive a  minimum  of  27*.  Sd.  Weekly. 
If  this  sum  be  lneuffJjtjssMKrio  enable  a 
soldier  to  live  approximately  up  to  hi* 
before-the-war  standard,  he  will  be 
given  an  alternative  pension  baaed  on 
'hi*  earning*  previous  to  tbo  war.  No 
single  pension,  however,  shall  be  In  ex- 
cess of  75*.  weekly. 

The  allowance  for  children  I*  la  for 
the  first  child  and  a  sum  slightly  less 
for  each  subsequent  child. 

A  soldier  not  totally  disabled  will  re- 
ceive -a  pension  based  on  the  degree  to 
which  his  disablement  affects  ale  earn- 
ing power*.  Widows  will  receive  half 
the  sum  which  their  husbands  would 
hnve  been  entitled  to  if  totally  disabled. 
A  disabled  soldier  requiring  the  service 
af  an  attendant  will  be  allowed  fees 
up  to  £1  a  week  for  such  services. 
Widows  will  be  granted  special  funds 
for  ths  expenses  of  training  to  enable 
thsm  to  earn  their  own  living. 

The  actuary's  report  accompanying 
the  plan  estimates  the  expenses  for  the 
first  ysar  at  f  25.000,000,  which  there- 
after will  decree**  annually. 


Bluejackets  Quell  Cuban  Blot 
WASHINGTON,  Feb.  21— TWO  squads 
of  American  bluejackets  were  sent  from 
the  American  navaj  station  at  Caiman- 
era,  Cuba,  Into  the  town  of  Ouantanamo 
on  Monday  to  quell  a  email  riot  aad 
protect  foreigners  and  their  property  If 
It  became  necessary.  Reports  rseelved 
at  the  Navy  Department  today  said 
order  had  been  restored  without  violence 
and  unless  there  should  b*  a  recurrence 
of  trouble  "the  bluejackets  would  b* 
withdrawn.  Ths  Incident  Is  not  re- 
garded a*  Important.

Empire,  an  Empire  wherein  British 
energy.  British  enterprise,  British  skill 
and  British  finance  shall  discover  means 
whereby  future  generations  of  British 
people  may  find  In  British  lands,  not 
freedom  and  equality  alone,  but  oppor- 
tunities for  material  progress,  which 
too  many  of  them  have  In  years  past 
been  forced  to  seek  under  alien  flags? 
Thjs  is  not  -the  problem'  of  the  immedi- 
ate preaent,  but  is  that  of  the  dawning 
future,  .and  heaps  tt  Uv-fh>  duty  of  such

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We  have  been  led  to  make  these  ob- 
servations and  those  which  follow  by 
pernsel  of  an  article  In  The  Empire  Re- 
view for  February  from  the  pen  of  Mr. 
Moreton  Frewen,  a  well-known  British 
publicist.  Mr.  Frewen  Is  an  exception- 
ally well-Informed  man;  he  has  a  wide 
knowledge  of  the  Empire;  he  Is  a  think- 
er along  original  lines,  a  man  of  vision 
and  a  reasonable  optimist.  He  Is  a 
member,  and  a  very  active  one,  of  the 
Umpire  Resources  Development  Com- 
mittee, a  new  organisation,  to  which  we 
have  already  made  reference.  Viscount 
Mtlner  le,  we  think.  Chairman-  of  the 
Committee,  We  do  not  feel  called  upon 
to  make  any  apology  to  Colonist  readers 
if  from  time  to  time  we  devote  con- 
siderable editorial  space  to  the  great 
after-the-war  problem  above  outlined, 
but  in  case  there  may  be  those  who 
think  that  such  a  grave  subject  Is -out- 
side of  the'  foope  off  dally  Journalism, 
we  assy  amy  that  te  us  it  aeems  to  be 
both  a  duty  and  a  privilege  to  assist 
even  In  a  small  way  In  helping  the 
British  people  to  an  appreciation  of  the 
great  work  that  Will  have  to  be  under- 
taken when  the  last  shot  has  been  II  red 
in  the  war. 

The  late  Joseph  Chamberlain  exhort- 
ed the  British  people  to  think  imperial- 
ly, We  think  the  time  has  come  when 
they  ought  to  do  more  than  this.  Mr. 
Chamberlain  had  In  mind  the  consolida- 
tion of  the  territorial  and  Industrial 
and,  as  a  natural  result,  the  military 
and  naval  forces  of  the  Empire:  but  the 
tenor  of  events  shows  that  we  must 
think  broadly  and  what  some  may  think 
radically.  We  must  get  nearer  to  the 
bottom  of  things  than  we  hare  yet 
reached;  we  raust  discover  if  we  can 
lines  of  policy  that  will  combine  British 
labor.  British  capital  and  British  nat- 
ural resources  in  a  more  harmonious 
way  than  has  yet  been  evolved,  even  if 
la  so  doing  we  have  te  shatter  some  of 
the*  economic  and  social  gods  which  we 
have  hitherto  been  worshipping.  We 
msst  approach  the  consideration  of  the 
coming  problem  fearlessly,  regardless 
of  cherished  ldeasy\s  to  property  and 
finance,  and  even  at  the  risk  of  finding 
ourselves  compelled  to  take  new  views 
of  the  relations  between  the  government 
and  the  people  One  of  the  first  things 
we  must  do  Is  to  get  to  know  the  Em- 
pire better,  and  this  knowledge .  must 
not  be  confined  te  the  comparatively 
few  individuals  who  now  spate  the  sub- 
ject a  study,  hot  the  people  at  large 
mast  he  familssrtsed  with  it.  for  it  is 
only  when  this  has  been  dee*  that 
popular  support  can  he  secured  for  ef- 
forts to  make  -the  Empire  whet  It  nay 
become  if  an  enlightened,  ossbbcs»sb» 
elve  and  courageous  policy  governs  Its 


He  has  net  overlooked  the  feet  that 
sntHJaoo  to  two  Untied 
Itt  give  essploysseat  to 
Haas  to  many  ttTPtn*-  of  mat  who 
have  hitherto  hoen  engaged  to  aon-pro- 
ducUrewark.  The  utilisation  of  woman 
labor  to  new  1  »eee  of  productivity  Is, 
however,  a  factor  to  the  ease  which  may 
Increase  the  number  of  men  who  seat'  be 
available  for  overseas  wolordBeUon.  If 
we  are  to  have  a  British  Empire  it 
goes  without  saying  that  thehaomlnasrt 
factor  In  the  papulation  most  bo  of  the 
British  race.  In  these  remarks  we 
make  no  reference  to  India;  that  great 
country  presents  Its  own  problems,  and 
these  need  not  be  discussed  In  this  con- 
nection. But  Canada.  Australia  and 
South  Africa,  with  their  vast  areas  of 
unoccupied  land  end  their  measureless 
natural  wealth,  cannot  he  expected  to 
keep  their  doors  closed  to  all  except 
British  people.  In  the  caae  of  Canada 
there  la  a  very  decided  trend  on  the 
part  of  the  people  of  the  United  States 
to  occupy  our  vacant  areas  and  exploit 
our  yet  undeveloped  resources.  This 
tendency  cannot  be  counteracted  by 
pious  aspirations;  nor  can  the  govern- 
ments  under  existing  conditions  satis- 
factorily cope  with  It.  When  alien 
capital  is  knocking  at  the  door  asking 
permission  to  establish  Industries,  when 
alien  settlers  ssk  to  be  allowed  to  till 
our  fruitful  but  uncultivated  areas,  can 
our  governments  be  expected  to  refuse 
to  open  tbe  gates?  We  do  not  think  so, 
unless  some  way  Is  provided  whereby 
British  capital  and  British  settlers  can 
be  secured.  The  Empire  Resources  Com- 
mittee fully  realizes  this,  and  one  of  its 
purposes  is  to  most  that  situation.  A 
plan  of  Imperial  co-operation  will  have 
to  be  devised,  and  anything  the  several 
Imperial  governments  may  dp  will  have 
to  be  supplementd  by  private  effort  and 
Investment. 


We  ehall  not  at  this  atajre  say  much 
about  the  plans  'of  the  Empire  Resources 
Committee,  nor  shall  we  pay  its  mem- 
bers the  poor  compliment  of  supposing 
their  plans  to  have  been  fully  matured. 
Our  object  this  morning  is  pimply  to 
draw  public  attention  to  the  great  ques- 
tion involved  in  setting  the  Empire  to, 
rights  when  peace  comes,  so  that  ws 
may  build  up  within  Its  borders  pros- 
perous communities,  which  will  be  true 
to  British  traditions,  and  thus  afford  for 
all  future  time  a  guarantee  to  the  world 
that  the  principles  for  which  our  sol- 
diers are  shedding  their  blood  shall  not 
want  a  convincing  illustration  and  a 
valiant  and  puissant  defender.

Our  troops  have  made  further  ad- 
vances in  the  movement  for  the  en- 
circling of  Bapaume,  and  now  occupy  a 
ridge  which  enables  them  to  bombard 
that  town  and  the  Important  loop  rail- 
way connecting  It  with  Cambral>  It  Is 
thought  that  the  enemy  has  abandoae*d 
Bapaume,  and  the  statement  is  made 
that  he  is  continuing  his  retirement 
elsewhere  Tbe  nature  of  the  resist- 
ance encountered  by  General  Hale's 
troops  Is  punllng  the  military  critics, 
who  are  constantly  on  the  outlook  for 
all  manner  of  surprises  on  the  part  of 
tbe  Germans.  They  now  suggest  that 
von  Hindenburg  may  be  preparing  for 
an  offensive  elsewhere,  that  he  Is  draw- 
ing the  British  forward  to  a  place 
where  he  can  fall  on  them  in  superior 
numbers,  and  that  he  wishes  to  aban- 
don trench  warfare  and  fight  in  the 
open.  A  person  not  a  military  critic 
might  assume  that  tbe  enemy  finds  the 
British  srtlllery  too  formidable  to  face. 
But  be  these  things  as  they  may,1  it 
will  be  hard  for  the  most  dismal  critic 
to  convince  the  public  thet  the  Ger- 
mans have  been  driven  from  pillar  to 
post  along  the  Ancre  because  they  liked 
the  operation  and  it  was  a  part  of  tbe 
programme  of  the  High  Command.  It 
is  very  well  to  be  modest,  but  when 
the  enemy  runs  away  from  carefully 
prepared  positions,  destroying  every- 
thing he  could  not  carry  with  him  In 
a  hasty  flight,  we  might  he  justified  to 
assuming  that  we  have  accomplished 
something  resembling  success.  It  Is 
suggested  in  Paris  that  the  enemy  re- 
tirement may  be  preliminary  to  a  pow- 
erful offensive  against  some  part  of 
tbe  line  held  by  the  French.  Of  course 
this  may  be  tbe  case,  but  previous  at- 
tacks in  force  against  our  Ally  have  not 
been  attended  with  such  conspicuous 
success  that  the  enemy  would  be  likely 
to  care  for  another  experience,  especial- 
ly  with  a  victorious  British  army  forc- 
ing Its  way  through  his  lines. 

The  Mesopotamia  campaign  pro- 
gresses favorably.  Our  troops  have  not 
yet  advanced  as  far  as  they  did  before 
the  disaster  at  Kat-el-Amara  last  year, 
but  they  ere  snaking  steady  pi  ogress. 
and  unless  thek  meet  with  a  serious  ob- 
stacle, they  wfil  soon  he  before  Bagh- 
dad.

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No  person  In  the  United  States  seems 
to  think  that  war  with  the  Central  Em- 
pires can  be  much  longer  avoided.

Mr.  X.  W.  RowsJl,  leader  of  tbe  Op- 
position in  tbe  Ontario  Legislature, 
moved  an  amendment  to  the  Address  la 
reply  to  the  Speech  at  the  opening  of

"tending  the  franchise  to  women.  Tbe 
Premier  took  <  two  points  of  order* 
namely,  that  there  was  already  on  the 
order  paper  a  similar  resolution,  end 
that  It  was  not  competent  to  tbe  Legis- 
lature to  suggest  legislation  to  His 
Majesty.  The  objective  was  sustained 
ew  the  first  ground,  which  we  think 
was  right,  for  if  the  contrary  course 
were  recognised  as  correct  it  would  in- 
evitably lead  to  confusion.  On  the  sec- 
ond point,  we  think  Sir  William  Hearst 
was  clearly  wrong,  unless  tbef^reaolu- 
tlon  moved  by  Mr.  Bowel!  involved  the 
expenditure  of  money,  which  It  appar- 
ently did  not,  for  no  objection  was 
taken  on- that  score.  The  Idea  that  the 
Parliament  may  not  suggest  legislation 
to  the  Crown,  If  carried  to  its  logical 
conclusion,  would  debar  members  of 
the  House  from  amending  government 
measures.  It  would  absolutely  close 
the  mouths  of  members  on  ail  subjects 
of  legislation  until  they  had  been  sug- 
gested by  the  Crown,  that  is  by  tbe 
ministry  of  tbe-  day.  Such  a  proposi- 
tion Is  SO  exceedingly  absurd  and  so 
utterly  opposed  to  ths  fundamental 
principles  of  parliamentary  usage  that 
we  think  Tbe  Toronto  World,  whose 
account  of  the  proceeding  we  are  rely- 
ing on,  must  have  mlsreported  Sir  Wil- 
liam's position.

The  earnest,  painstaking  and  ab- 
solutely gratuitous  work  being  done  in 
connection  with  that  work  is  beyond  all 
praise. 


We  quite  agree  wltb  tbe  -Mall  and 
Empire  In  saying  That  a  man  who  runs 
out  of  the  country  is  "doubly  marked," 
but  we  do  not  agree  with  it  In  likening 
him  to  a  rat  leaving  a  ship  when  Its 
services  are  most  needed.  Our  con- 
temporary has,  aa  the  rest  of  us  do 
sometimes,  fallen  a  victim  to  hasty 
composition.  But  what  Is  more  to  the 
point,  and  much  more  welcome,  is  Its 
belief  that  the  number  of  "skedaddlers" 
from  Osjitarlo  has  been  grossly  exag- 
gerated.

He  got 
tl  rough  It  after  a  fashion,  and  the  med- 
ley of  words  and  ejaculations  which  the 
audience  sang  was  fearful  and  wonder- 
ful. Our  neighbors  ought  to  adopt  our 
National  Anthem  as  their  own.  They 
brought  it.  with  all  that  is  best  in  their 
institutions,  from  the  Mother  Country.

Sir, — I  wlah  to  say  a  few  words  con- 
cerning a  letter  which  appeared  In  your 
paper  on  or  about  the  7th  of  Decem- 
ber, 19l«.  I  am  writing  at  the  requeat 
of  a  number  of  Victoria  boys,  who. 
with  me,  feel  that  some  aort  of  reply 
should  be  forthcoming  to  such  a  letter, 
which,  though  no  doubt  prompted  by 
good  intentions,  only  displays  absolute 
ignorance  of  conditions  out  here.  This 
letter,  tbe  cutting  of  which  I  enclose, 
was  headed  "Cocoa  for  Soldiers."  and 
was  written  by  Mary  Morrison.  It 
la  very  true  that  the  men  appreciate 
hot  cocoa  and  coffee,  but  It ,  Is  abso- 
lutely wrong  that  they  prefer  It  to 
rum.  As  for  the  statement  that  the 
majority  of  men  In  sSouth  Africa  pre- 
ferred extra  sugaf  to  rum,  I  don't  be- 
lieve It  for  a  minute.  This  is  not  the 
first  time  that  aome  fanatical  teeto- 
taller has  tried  to  stop  rum  being  is- 
sued to  the  men  in  the  trenches.  There 
is  not  one  men  in  a  thousand,  without 
any  exaggeration,  who  would  exchange 
his  rum  ration  for  anything  else  In  the 
way  of  a  stimulant,  either  alcoholic  or 
non-alcoholic.  The  rum  Is  Issued  at 
dawn  when  a  man's  vitality  is  at  its 
lowest  sbb.  Hs  has"  probability  been 
on  duty  all  nigbt  either  as  a  scntty, 
standing  on  the  fire-step,  or  on  "Listen- 
ing Post,"  lying  motionless  In  the  snow, 
staring  out  Into  "No  Man's  Land" 
straining  his  eyes  and  eara  for  the 
first  sign  of  a  hostile  movement  on  the 
part  ef  the  enemy.  Every  nerve  la  at 
its  higbest  tension,  and  at  this  time  or 
year  when  It  Is  bitterly  cold  a  man  la 
chilled  right  to  the  bone  and  suffering 
from  the  cold  In  such  a  way  as  can 
never  be  real U zl  by  one  who^.tin  neve- 
slept  anywhere  but  In  a  comfortabl* 
bed  and  a  warm  bouse,  <NAs  the  first 
light  of  dawn  ahows  In  the  aky,  the 
word  ."Stand  to"  Is  passed  along  the 
line,  and  an  extra  sharp  lookout  Is  kept.

Sir, — This  vacant  lot  scheme  which 
has  been  so  much  boosted  the  last  two 
years,  but  which  apparently  up  to  the 
present  time  has  not  been  taken  advan- 
tage of  by  many,  reads  very  pretty. 
especially  when  approximate  figures  are 
quoted  with  perhaps  an  extra  0  put  tn 
to  make  it  look  good;  but  that  Is  only 
looking  at  It  from  a  cultivating  point 
of  view.  By  far  ths  grestar  number 
of  vacant  lots  require  a  lot  of  clean- 
ing up,  and  In  many  eaaen  absolute 
clearing,  logging  up,  stumping  and 
burning  before  any  attempt  can  be  made 
at  cultivating  let  alone  fencing.  Is  a 
man  expected  to  undertake  all  this  labor 
and  expenss  for  the  ultimate  benefit  of 
the 'owner.'  the  value  of  whose  lot  is 
much  improved  thereby?  It  seems  to 
me  that  It  i*.  for  the  owners  to  be  com- 
pelled* to  Improve  and  cultivate  their 
own  lots,  exception,  of  course,  to  be 
made  for  those  of  our  gallant  boya  at 
tbe  front  fighting  for  the  Empire,  who 
own  lots.  The  prices  obtained  for 
tboae  lota  in  the  past  has  been  out  of 
all  reason  and  are  not  likely  to  revert 
to  the  crijriT.el  for  many  a  1-me;  year. 
I  think  that  it  would  be  to  the  ultimate 
advantage  of  Victoria  if  tbe  residential 
lots  were  limited  to  75  feet  frontage 
by  not  loss  than  125  feet  deep;  where 
lots  miles  outside  the  city  limits  havs 
only  a  50-frontage  it  ir  far  too  small 
for  suburban  residences,  and  the  area 
of  ground,  left  for  cultivation  after 
putting  up  house,  buildings,  walks,  etc.. 
la  exceedingly  small.  Then  again,  quite 
a  lot  of  the  vacant  land  Is  not  suited 
for  garden  produce,  though  Al  for 
small  fruits,  etc.  As  for  the  large  area 
of  rock  country,  only  pockets  are  avail- 
able. For  general  garden  produce  and 
potatoes  a  man  with  a  family  requires 
not  less  than  quarter  of  an  acre. 

First  and  foremost,  Victoria  muat  be 
looked  on  as  a  residential  proposition, 
though  In  the  sweet  by  and  bye,  which 
is  a  long  time  coming,  there  may  be  a 
few  new  industries  established.  For 
eight  months  in  the  year  the  climate 
is  Ideal,  and  the  Winters  are  tolerable. 
These  last  two  Winters  are  excep- 
tional. The  beautiful  surroundings,  the 
lovely  houses  of  the  wealthy,  its  scen- 
ery and  magnificent  roads  appeal 
strongly  to  many  people.  The  lack  of 
water  on  those  unimproved  lots  and 
the  risk  of  loss  of  crop  from  midnight 
marauders  Is  also  a  reason  for  people 
being  slow  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
imaginary  advantage  of  cultivating  a 
vacant  lot,  especially  when  not  in  the 
Immediate  vicinity  of  their  homes.  And 
a  large  number  of  people  when  em- 
ployed really  have  not  the  time  to  take 
up  the  cultivation  of  lots,  especially 
when  away  from  their  homes,'  and  al- 
though there  are  at  present  a  large 
number  of  idle  men  who  could  put  In 
their  time,  meanwhile  It  is  rather 
hazardous  and  uncertain,  and  the  re- 
turns for  his  labor  and  expenses  de- 
pends on  the  ultimate  success  of  his 
crop.  I  have  been  in  British  Columbia 
since  1884,  though  only  resident  in  Vic- 
toria since  1912.  I  am  aware  of  tho 
dry  cultivation  process  which  is  so 
much  advocated  but  to  which  the  pub- 
lic has  to  be  educated  as  to  the  differ- 
ent natures  of.  the  soils,  clearing,  etc. 
I  speak  from  my  own  practical  experi- 
ence.

It  possesses  tn 
Its  timber  a  crop  that  is  In  the  greatest 
demand,  a  crop  that  is  practically  In- 
exhaustible, growing,  ripening  and  tit 
for  cutting  all  the  year  round,  a  crop 
that  if  a  sufficient  quantity  were  mar- 
keted each,  year  would  pay  Interest  on 
our  indebtedness,  and  would  make  Brit- 
ish Columbia  the  most  prosperous  of 
all  the  provinces  of  Canada;  and  yet 
we  are  sitting  with  our  bands  folded 
waiting.

Sir, — Having  read  in  today's  paper, 
"Correspondents  are  rarely  constructive 
In  their  treatment  of  public  matters" 
and  an  article  on  "Cultivating  Vacant 
Lots,"  and  have  had  several  articles  on 
"Production  and  "Reducing  tbe  High 
Coat  of  Living."  all  of  which  may  fair- 
ly be  called  "public  matters"  at  the 
present  time,  I  thought  I  would  tell 
you  what  I  personally  have  done  for 
tbe  last  two  years  regarding  tbe  last 
two  subjects,  and  will  also  mention 
what  a  friend  of  mine  has  done  living 
near  me. 

I  spent  $4  on  spade,  fork,  hoe  and 
trowel  and  about  $1  on  seed,  and  for 
the  last  two  years  have  cultivated 
whatever  spare  ground  I  had  on  my 
tot  and  raised  almost  enough  vegetables 
to  supply  my  wife  and  self.  Would 
have  raised  a  complete  aupply  but  for 
being  inexperienced  the  first  year,  and 
the  second  year  early  frost  spoilt  some 
of  tbe  .vegetables.  I  spent  SIS  on  lum- 
ber, roofing,  nails,  and  wire  netting, 
and  with  some  second-hand  tools 
bought  for  about  SI  made  a  12  x  12  ft. 
fowl  house,  which  holds  IS  White  Leg- 
horns end  a  pigeon  house  5x4  ft., 
which  will  hold  eight  pairs  of  pigeons, 
and  another  S8  on  four  rabbit  hutches. 
I  bought  six  hens  to  start  and  gradu- 
ally bred  up  to  15  hens  (having  put  in 
a  rooster  which  I  got  for  SI  and  a  set-, 
ting  of  eggs  from  him  the  following 
year).  I  bought  three  pair  of  pigeons 
and  bred  up  to  eight  pair,  and  bought 
a  buck  and  two  does  (Belgian  hares). 

I  did  not  make  any  actual  profit  out 
of  the  pigeons  and  rabbits,  but  we  had 
an  ample  supply  of  squabs  and  young 
rabbits  to  eat,  I  did  not  loss  on  ths 
vegetables,  though  I  didn't  really  make 
anything.  Re  the  fowls,  we  had  all 
the  new-laid  eggs  we  wanted,  and  sold 
aome  too,  and)  by  hatching  out  egga  got 
aome  fine  young  cockerela  to  eat,  and 
we  estimate  we  made  the  profit  figured 
by  the  Government  pamphlets  at  the 
end  of  a  year,  vis.,  f  S  per  hen. 

We  spent  all  told.  I  think,  about  870, 
but  had  lots  of  fun  out  of  ft,  with  a 
r resfi  air  hobby  and  plenty  of  good 
eating  at  the^cost  price  of  tbe  grain  and 
meal  fedthe  livestock. 

Mynearby  friend  has  SS  hens,  t  pairs 
of  'jrtgeone.  4  Belgian  hares,  and  o  oew. 
and  claims  hs  Is  getting  all  the  food 
he  and  his  wife  and  family  want  at  a 
cheap  price.  He  to  also  planting  vege- 
tables.

Pte.  Frank  Giolma,  Who  Left 
Here  WitfT  88th  Battalion, 
Is  Now  News  Editor  of  Mili- 
tary -Publication.  * 


BANTAMS  IN  ENGLAND

Pte.  Frank  Ololma.  of  Victoria,  who 
went  overseas  with  the  88th  Battalion 
and  is  now  a  member  of  the  29th  Bat- 
talion, although  recently  severely 
wounded,  has  been  made  news  editor 
of  the  Canadian  Hospital  News,  a 
breezy  periodical  published  at  Rams- 
gate. 

The  fact  is  chronicled  as  follows  in 
the  latest  issue  of  the  Hospital  News: 

"Because  we  saw  "writer"  opposite 
his  name  on  admission  to  hospital,  we 
dragged  from  his  bed  at  the  Yarrow 
Pte.  Frank  Ololma.  ,  Born  In  Chatham. 
Kent,  he  lived  at  Broadstairs  from 
the  tender  age  of  three  to  the  searcely 
less  tender  age  of  ten,  received  bis  edu- 
cation at  St.  Edmunds,  Canterbury, 
and  embarked,  at  the  age  of  eighteen, 
on  the ,  sea  of  London  Journalism.  An- 
swers and  the  Dally  Mall  claimed  his 
allegiance;  looking  westwards  towards 
the  land  of  promise,  he  found  himself 
In  Brandon,  Man.,  on  the  staff  of  The 
Times;  thence  to  Victoria,  B.  C.  War, 
that  terrible  high  explosive,  blew  him 
overseas  with  the  88th  Battalion.  His 
bllghty  touch,  in  the  shoulder,  brought 
him  to  the  Granville  at  the  moment  of 
our  need.  He  takes  up  Cpl.  Paton'a 
pen  when  the  Canadian  Hospital  News 
Is  going  forward  by  leapa  and  hounds." 

The  editors  of  the  Canadian  Hospital 
News,  aa  might  be  expected,  are  unable 
to  hold  their  Jobs  for  very  long,  since 
as  soon  as  they  are  sufficiently  recover- 
ed to  leave  hospital  they  must  aever 
their  connection  with  the  publication. 
Pte.  Giolma  is  the  third  news-editor  the 
paper  haa  had.  The  first  one  was,  by 
a  coincidence,  also  a  local  man,  having 
gone  from  here  with  the  first  overseas 
draft  for  the  i«th  Battalion  Canadian 
Scottish.  His  name  is  Pte.  Claude  F. 
Dodwell  and  was  In  California  at  the 
outbreak  of  war,  although  he  dropped 
his  work  Immediately  and  hastened  to 
British  Columbia  In  time  to  enlist  for 
the  First  Canadian  Contingent.  He  has 
received  his  honorable  discharge  from 
the  service.  The  second  news-editor 
was  Cpl.  H.  S.  Patton,  of  Toronto,  who 
has  now  received  a  commission  as 
Y.M.C.A.   officer. 


FEBRUARY  RECORDS 


Temperature  Was  Colder,  Pre- 
cipitation Less  and  Bright 
Sunshine  Much  Below  for 
That  'Month, 


The  month  of  February  maintained 
the  record  for  abnormal  weather  condi- 
tions which  was  commenced  a  year  ago 
last  month.  Below  average  figures 
were  made  In  the  totals  for  the  past 
month  In  every  feature.  This  is  par- 
ticularly noticeable  in  respect  to 
the  total  amount  of  bright  sunshine 
which  was  recorded.  It  being  a  full 
twenty  hours  under  average,  and  forty 
hours  less  than  was  the  case  during 
February  of  last  year,  which  was.  the 
worst  month  for  bad  weather  In  the  sta- 
tistical record  of  Victoria.  The  tem- 
perature for  the  month  was  slightly  be- 
low average,  as  was  also  the  total  pre- 
cipitation, and  there  was  a  remarkable 
absence  of  storm.  The  barometric 
gradient  for  the  greater  portion  of  the 
month  was  for  northerly  winds,  which 
were,  of  course,  the  associate  of  the  cold 
periods  which  have  been  unusually  gen- 
eral. 

The  average  temperature  for  the  past 
month  was  37.6  degrees.  This  Is  three 
degrees  below  the  February  average  for 
many  years  back.  The  highest  tem- 
perature was  47  degrees,  and  the  lowest 
22,  standard  thermometer.  The  rain- 
fall during  the  month  amounted  to  1.01 
Inches,  and  the  snowfall  to  11  inches. 
By  reducing  the  latter  tq  rain  measure- 
ments, the  total  precipitation  amounted 
to  2.11  inches,  which  Is  one  Inch  below 
average.  Although  the  precipitation 
during  February  of  last  year  was  more 
than  three  times  the  amount  recorded 
last  month,  the  weather  conditions  for 
the  month  were  in  many  respects  more 
desirable.  The  big  snow  of  last  year 
ceased  on  the  ninth  day,  and  the  light 
rain  which  followed  assisted  in  quickly 
removing  the  snow  accumulated  on  the 
ground.  This  was  followed  by  fair 
weather  for  the  greater  portion  of  the 
remaining  days  of  the  month.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  past  month  has  been 
notable  for  Its  cloudiness  and  the  dis- 
tribution of  snow  and  cold  in  periods 
throughout  the  month.

The  total  bright 
sun  for  the  month  amounted  to  hut  57 
hours  54  minutes.  This  Is  twenty  hours 
below  average.

Sir  Charles  Tupper  and  Others 
to  Speak  at  Gathering  Ar- 
ranged by  Returned  Soldiers' 
Association  for  March   10, 


Sir  Charles  Hlbbert  Tupper,  K.C., 
Capt  W.  H.  Hayward  and  Mr.  Parker 
Williams  will  be  the  principal  speakers 
at  the  big  public  meeting  which  the 
Returned  Soldiers'  Association  have 
planned  to  be  held  in  the  Princess  Thea- 
tre on  the  evening  of  Saturday,  March 
10. 

The  association  has  in  mind  a 
meeting  of  this  character  for  several 
months.  Its  purpose  is  to  enable  the 
public  of  this  city  to  become  familiar 
with  various  phases  of  the  returned 
soldier  problem,  which  is  becoming 
more  important  day  by  day.  It  Is  felt 
by  the  association  that  no  better  me- 
dium could  be  employed  to  acquaint  the 
public  with  the  real  facts  concerning 
the  returned  men  and  their  dependency 
upon  the  goodwill  of  the  country  for 
which  they  have  given  their  services. 
The  association  is  placing  great  stress 
at  the  present  time  on  the  urgency  in 
the  matter  of  providing  for  the  widows 
and  other  dependents  of  men  who  have 
fallen  at  the  front.  This  war  has 
created  problems  such  as  have  never  be- 
fore been  faced  by  Canada,  and  ade- 
quate solutions  for  them  may,  of  neces- 
sity, be  slow  in  their  materialization.  It 
Is  felt  by  the  organization  that  the  ful- 
lest possible  knowledge  concerning  the 
matter  should  be  gained  by  the  public 
at  large  In  order  that  an  Intelligent  and 
concerted  effort  may  be  made  toward 
elinftnattng  the  possibility  of  hardship 
to  "those  who  have  endured  great  sacri- 
fices that  Canada's  .honor  should  be 
maintained  among  the  Integral  parts  of 
the  Empire.  The  association  is  already 
caring  for  many  urgent  cases  where 
soldier's  widows  are  inadequately  pro- 
vided for,  but  its  resouroes  are  of  neces- 
sity not  equal  to  the  demands  at  the 
present  time.  Yesterday  it  was  advised 
of  a  case  of  a  soldier's  widow  who  is 
endeavoring  to  provide  for  her  wants  by 
taking  boarders.  She  requires  two 
more  to  make  her  venture  a  success, 
and  the  officers  are  making  an  effort  to 
assure  these  to  her.  It  Is  in  matters  of 
such  kind  that  the  public  might  be  of 
direct  and  timely  assistance  if  there 
was  a  closer  understanding  of  the  actual 
character  of  the  needs.  In  such  a  case 
aa  this  It  would  seem  an  easy  matter 
to  find  two  boarders  who  would  really 
prefer  to  pay  their  board  where  it 
would  meet  a  need  of  this  character. 

In  arranging  a  programme  with  well 
known  and  representative  speakers  such 
as  will  address  the  forthcoming  meet- 
ing. It  Is  hoped  that  a  big  stride  may  be 
taken  in  a  wider  understanding  of  these 
Important  matters.  Mr.  Beaumont 
Bogga,  president  of  the  British  Cam- 
paigners' Association,  will  preside  at 
the  meeting. 


DR.  ISOBEL  TATE  DEAD 

Was  Mate*   of   Mr.    Darcy   Tate,  Of  Vic- 
toria— Sad     Distinguished     aad 
Praiseworthy  Career 

The  Belfast  News-Letter  of  recent 
date  contained  announcement  of  the 
death  of  Dr.  Isobel  Addey  Tate  which 
occurred  at  the  Military  Hospital. 
Malta,  on  January  28.  She  was  a  sis- 
ter of  Mr.  Darcy  Tatej^^^loe-presldent 
of  the  Pacific  Great  Eastern  Railway, 
and  though  she  has  not  visited  British 
Columbia,  she  had  a  number  of  ac- 
quaintances here  who  will  learn  with 
regret  of  her  demise.  The  News- Letter

"A  daughter  of  the  late  John^Tate, 
Portadown,  and  Mrs.  Tate,  Rusksrry, 
Donegal!  Park.  Belfast,  the  deceased 
was  educated  st  Queen's  College,  and 
graduated  In  the  Royal  University  In 
1899,  proceeding  to  the  MD.  degree 
three  years  later,  and  subsequently 
gaining  the  Diploma  of  Public .  Health. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  war  Dr.  Tate, 
volunteered  for  work  in  Servla,  where 
she  rendered  valuable  services  to  our 
gallant  Allies  before  that  unhappy 
country  was  Invaded  by  the  Germans. 
Afterwards  she  was  engaged  In  the 
Orafllngwell  War  Hospital  In  the  South 
of  England,  and  again  volunteered  for 
service  abroad,  being  posted  to  Malta, 
where  she  haa  passed  away  after  a 
short  Itlaess.  Dr.  Tate,  who  was  a 
member  *ei  the  Methodist  church,  free- 
ly osTereg  her  servieea,  although  not 
of  a  robeet  disposition,  and  her  death 
will  he  deeply  regretted  by  a  wise 
circle  of  friends  and  acquaintances.

Major  E,  L,  Buchanan  Is  Now 
in  Vancouver  and  Will  Prob- 
ably Be  Here^ext  Week- 
Victoria  So  Far  Omitted, 


Major  R.  L.  Buchanan,  chief  Inspec- 
tor of  the  Pensions  Board  ot  Canada, 
has  reached  the  coast  and  will  probably 
be  In  the  city  next  week.  The  object 
of  his  mission  is  to  establish  a  pen- 
sion office  in  British  Columbia.  As  far 
as  ascertained,  he  will  open  an  office  In 
Vancouver,  but  whether  he  will  place 
another  one  here  Is  so  far  unknown,  al- 
though representations  on  this  point 
have  been  made  to  Ottawa  by  the 
Board   of  Trade. 

The  pensions  office  In  British  Colum- 
declslon  as  to  what  a  man's  disability 
is  or  as  to  the  amount  of  the  pension 
that  he  should  receive.  The  sole  ob- 
ject of  the  office,  according  to  Major 
Buchanan,  will  be  to  give  Information 
and  assistance  to  pensioners  or  the 
dependents  of  soldiers  who  have  ,  been 
killed  in  this  war  and  to  expedite  all 
claims  for  pensions  by  bringing  the 
applicant's  case  to  Ottawa. 

Major  Bnchanan  says  there  appears 
to  be  some  misunderstanding  aa  to  the 
real  object  of  the  local  office.  When  a 
man  is  discharged  from  the  service  he 
Is  examined  by  a  medical  board  from 
the  office  of  the  assistant  director  of 
medical  service  and  his  papers  are  then 
sent  to  Ottawa  stating  the  extent  of 
the  disability  for  the  consideration  of 
the  board  of  pension  commissioners. 
In  the  case  of  a  man  who  has  been 
receiving  a  pension,  where  the  disabil- 
ity Is  not  obviously  permanent,  he  had 
to  be  re-examined  by  the  board  every 
six  or  twelve  months  to  see  whether 
his  disability  has  increased  or  de- 
creased. 

The  estimate  for  the  first  year  for 
the  pensions  of  all  Canada  is  $9,000,- 
000,  and  by  the  end  of  the  war  it  is 
expected  that  the  total  amount  will 
have    reached    over    $20,000,000 

When  the  list  of  pension  offices  for 
Canada,  was  first  announced,  it  was 
noted  by  the  Board  of  Trade  that  Vic- 
toria was  omitted,  although  In  every 
other  province  of  the  Dominion  the 
pension  office  haa  been  established  at 
the  capital  city.  The  only  provision 
for  sn  office  In  British  Columbia  was 
for  one  In  Vancouver.  This  condition 
Is  regarded  by  the  Board  of  Trade  as 
unfair  to  this  city,  and  the  attention  of 
Ottawa  has  been  drawn  to  the  situa- 
tion. So  far  no  reply  has  been  re- 
ceived, and  the  Board  Is  still  assuming 
an  attitude  of  watchful  waiting. 

Major  Buchanan  Is  addressing  sev- 
eral meetings  while  In  Vancouver  and 
while  It  is  possible  that  he  may  be 
here  by  Saturday  It  is  unlikely  that  he 
will  report  at  Victoria  until  next  week.

NEW  ELECTIONS'  BE 
TO  BE  INTRODUCED 


Provincial     Government 
father  New  Measure  and  in 
■frleantimm^egistration    of 
Women  Is  Deferred. 


Fending  the  Introduction  by  the  Gov- 
ernment of  "a  new  Elections  Bill  during 
tho  session  of  the  Legislature  which 
opens  tod*y,  no  steps  will  bo  taken  to 
make  operative  the  Act  passed  at  the 
last  session,  which  made  provision  for 
giving  the  vo|e  to  women  In  the  event 
of  the  suffrage  referendum  passing.  The 
vote  on  the  referendum  having  been  In 
the  affirmative,  under  ordinary  circum- 
stances the  Act  would  have  been  made 
operative  by  order-ln-coancll  on  March 
1,  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  official 
returns  are  not  at  hand  as  to  the  results 
of  the  soldters'  vote  In  the  Old  Country, 
this  course  haa  not. been  followed,  snd 
notblng  will  be  done  In  respect  to  the 
extension  Of  the  franchise  until  the  new 
Act  baa  pa  seed  the  Legislature. . 

In  making  this  statement  to  The  Col- 
onist, Hon.  at.  A.  Macdonald.  Attorney- 
Gcnerat.  said:  "I  am  not  altogether  sure 
or  It,  but  I  am  under  the  Impression 
that  the  Art  passed  last  aesalon  pro- 
vided that  it  was  to  become  operative  by 
order-ln-counoll.  In  view  of  the  fact, 
however,  that  the  Government  Is  not 
yet  In  receipt  of  the  official  returns  of 
tb«.  oversea*  vote,  this  order-ln-counoll 
liaa  not  yet  been  passed. 

"The  Government  Intends  Introducing 
a  new  Elections  Bill  this  aeaslon,  which 
Will  make  provision  for  giving  the  vote 
U»  women,  and  a*  nothing  would  be 
gained  by  making  the  old  Act  operative 
at  this  time,  arrangement*  for  compil- 
ing a  register  of  women  voters  will  be 
deferred  until  the  new  Act  ban  been 
brought  Into  for**." 

Under  the  Aet  of  last  aeealon  women 
were  made  eligible  to  register  as 
votoeo  M  March  1,  but  no  forme  or  In* 
struotlens  have  thus  far  boon  tosuod  by 
the  Oovammeat 


Mr.  n.  F.  Green,  M.P.,  director  of  Na- 
tional Service  for  British  Colombia,  has 
been  officially  advised  from  Ottawa  that 
a  further  attempt  la  to  bo  made  to 
register  the  full  man-power  of  Canada 
and  that  to  this  end  the  time  for  the 
return  of  National  Service  cards  has 
been  extended  to  March  31,  1917.  Aa 
soon  as  ho  has  been  advised  what  was 
the  result  of  the  registration  which 
took  placo  In  British  Columbia  during 
the  first  week \f  the  year,  he  will  make 
a  calculation  of  the  additional  number 
of  cards  that  will  be  required  for  this 
province. 

Mr.  C.  W.  Peterson,  secretary  of  the 
National  Service  Board  writes  Mr. 
Green:  "At  the  board  meeting  it  was 
decided  that  the  time  for  tb*  return 
of  National  Service  cards  should  be  ex- 
tended to  March  31,  snd  that  the  direc- 
tors in  each  province  should  undertake 
to  have  the  work  completed  in  their 
districts.  In  furtheraence  of  this  ob- 
ject we  are  sending  to  all  postmasters 
and  postmistresses  a  circular  lettar. 
Please  ascertain  the  number  of  cards 
snd  envelopes  needed  in  your  district." 
The  circular  letter  reads  as  follows: 
irationel  gat  rise 

"Under  the  authority  of  the  "War 
Measures  Act,  1914,"  It  is  required  that 
every  male  between  the  age  of  19 
65  years  residing  in  Canada -shall 
In  and  return  a  National  Service  card 
within  ten  days  of  the  receipt  thereof. 

"Any  person  who  has  made  default 
in  the  discharge  of  this  duty  la  hereby 
notified  that  the  time  for  the  return,  of 
the  completed  card  has  been  extended 
to  31st  of  March.  1917,  and  that  a  Na- 
tional Service  card  and  addressed  en- 
velope mar  be  obtained  upon  aplieatlon 
to  the  nearest  postmaster. 

(Signed).  "R.  B.  Bennett, 
"Director-General." 

"Ottawa,  February  24,  J917." 

Mr.  Green  said  that  in  a  few  days  he 
expected  to  be  in  receipt  of  2,000  of 
these  circulars,  which  would  bo  posted 
up  In  consplauous  places  all  over  the 
province.  He  was  of  the  opinion,  how- 
ever, that  in  view  of  the  fine  response 
made  In  registration  by  British  Colum- 
bia during  the  first  week  in  January, 
the  residue  of  delinquents  now  to  be 
secured  would  not  bo  very  large.  At 
some  of  the  outlying  points  In  the 
province,  logging  camps,  and  such 
places,  there  were  a  number  of  men 
who  were  not  reached  when  the  first 
call  was  made,  and  every  effort  will 
now  be  made  to  register  such  men. 

Asked  if  the  use  of  the  word  "re- 
quired" In  the  circular  letter  Issued  by 
the  board  implied  thst  registration  was 
compulsory,  Mr.  Green  replied  that  he 
did  not  think  so,  as  no  penalty  for 
non-registration  had  been  fixed.  Ho  was 
of  the  opinion,  however,  that  should 
this  further  catl  for  complete  registra- 
tion fall  in  its  purpose,  the  government 
would  not  .hesitate  to  make  registra- 
tion compulsory.  ' 

Within  a  few  days  Postmaster  Bishop 
will  be  In  receipt  of  another  supply  of 
cards  and  envelopes  which  all  persons 
who  have  not  hitherto  registered  may 
obtain  on  application  at  tho  post 
office. 


Mayor  Todd's  committee  Of 
on  later  eased  production  got  to  work 
again  yesterday  on  plans  to  stimulate 
the  cultivation  of  vacant  lota  and 
backyards  he  and  around  Victoria  In 
accordance  with  the  patriotic  plea  sent 
to  the  Mayor  by  tho  Bon.

The  committee  decided  that  the  most 
effective  way  of  stimulating  produc- 
tion would  bo  by  reducing  water  rates. 
Proposals  submitted  by  members  called 
for  free  water  for  vacant  lots,  a  dis- 
count of  00  per  cent  on  the  rate*  for 
water  used  on  vacant  lot  cultivation, 
no  extra  charge  for  water  used  by 
householders  this  Summer  above  ■  tho 
average  Summer  consumption  last  year, 
and  several  variations  and  combina- 
tions of  these  proposals.  The  opinion 
of  tho  City  Council  will  be  taken  on 
tho  question  next  week.  Yesterdays 
committee  recommended  to  the  Coun- 
cil that  some  reduction  bo  made  In 
water  charges  in  connection  with  the 
efforts  to  stimulate  production. 

Alderman  Johns  pointed  out  that  a 
reduction  in  tho  water  rates  would 
mean  a  loss  of  revenue  to  the  city. 
Alderman  Dinsdale  wanted  to  know 
whether  fruit  trees  were  vegetables 
and  therefore  place  orchard  ownera  In 
the  class  which  would  be  eligible  for 
the  discount.

To  convince  the  editor  of  The  Colon- 
ist, a  motion  was  put  through  the  meet- 
ing to  send  him  copies  of  the  resolu- 
tions passed  and  the  telegram  sent.' 

The  Mayor  also  explained  that  the 
committee  had  no  idea  of  charity  or 
compulsion  in  connection  with  the  va- 
cant lot  cultivation  scheme.

Head  of  Late  Government  Is 
Unanimous  Choice  of  Con- 
servative 'Members-Elect  as 
Their  Leader  in  Legislature. 


Alderman  Fullerton  told  of  how  va- 
cant  lot  cultivation  Is  carried  on  in 
England.  There  the  authorities  have 
divided  fields  Into  lots,  each  lot  of 
which  is  rented  to  a  cultivator  for 
eight  shillings  a  year.  This  rent  pro- 
vides for  free  water  and  free  manure. 
Tho  feasibility  of  the  city  buying 
seed  and  retailing  It  at  cost  to  culti- 
vators will  be  taken  up  by  a  commit- 
tee of  Alderman  Dilworth,  Parks  Su- 
perintendent Purdey,  and  Mr.  George 
Attwood  of  tho  parks  department.  They 
will  also  make  arrangements  for  an  In- 
spection of  vacant  lots  to  determine 
which  are  sufficiently  fertile  for  cul- 
tivation. 

Free  ploughing  was  discussed  and 
frowned  on  after  it  came  out  that  there 
would  be  such  a  great  demand  for  the 
services  of  the  city's  teams  that  all  lots 
could  not  receive  attention.  It  was  de- 
cided that  free  ploughing  by  the  city 
would  be  unfair  lo  many  team  owners 
who  make  a  business  of  ploughing  lots 
for  garden  purposes  every  Spring.  Be- 
sides this  there  was  the  possibility  of 
owners  of  largo  acreago  who  would  be 
willing  and  could  well  afford  to  pay, 
taking  advantage  of  the  offer  and  get- 
ting their  work  donu  without  cost.  A 
committee  Is  investigating  the  cost  of 
ploughing  with  tbo  idea  of  fixing  a  price 
at  which  the  city  will  do  the  work. 
This  price,  it  was  estimated  yesterday, 
would  run  from  91  to  11.50  a  lot; 
nig  Profit  in  Cultivation 
Mayor  Todd,  referring  to  the  possi- 
bilities of  profit  In  tbo,  cultivation  of 
vacant  lota  told  of  a  resident  of  Spring 
.Rid we-  who  cultivated  six  lots  last  year. 
After  paying  all  expenses  he  had  a  neat 
profit  at  the  end  of  tho  season.  In 
fact  so  well  satisfied  Is  this  man  with 
the  result  of  his  Isst  year's  adventure 
that  ho  had  contracted  for  the  cultiva- 
tion of  78  lots  this  year.  Ho  expects 
to  make  big  money.  This  man  made 
his  arrangements  before  there  was  any 
suggestion  of  direct  civic  aid.  With 
this  civic  aid  his  profits  will  be  all  the 
greater.  Other  men  in  the  city,  it  was 
said,  are  also  preparing  to  go  into  this 
cultivation  work  on  a  grand  scale  this 
year,  among  them  being  Alderman 
Dinsdale. 

Plans  are  being  made  for  a  compe- 
tltion-'for  home-grown ,  products  in  con- 
nection with  the  Made-ln-Vlctorla  Fair, 
which  will  likely  be  held  again  this 
year. 

Councillor  Jones,  of  Saanlch,  said 
that  tho  elty  should  .take  steps  to  se- 
cure a  supply  of  proper  seed  potatoes. 
He  said  seed  potatoes  are  hard  to  get 
now  even  at  the  price  of  93.90  a  sack,  or 
|70  a  ton.  Mr.  £3.  C.  B.  Bagshawe  de- 
clared that  potato  cultivation  would 
prove  profitable  as  there  is  every  indi- 
cation that  the  price  will  run  from  960 
a  ton  upwards  during  the  coming  year. 
Some  of  tbo  other  members  and  Alder- 
man Johns  cautioned  against  too  great 
a  concentration  of  potatoes,  because  if 
everybody  grows  potatoes  the  price  will 
fall  away  completely. 

Newspaper*  aimpiy  Terrible 
Nearly  all  tho  first  half  of  the  meet- 
ing was  taken  up  with  members  vent- 
ing their  ire  upon  the  editor  of  The 
Ooloniot  for  publishing  gh  editorial 
yesterday  entitled  "Lot-Gardening,"  In 
which  ho  was  so  bold  as  to  criticise  the 
committee  for  telegraphing  to  Ottawa, 
advising  tbo  Government  to  contract 
for  potatoes  that  may'  be  raised  and 
guarantee  a  certain  price  for  them.  Two 
members  produced  copies  of  The  Col- 
onist with  the  editorial  page  blue-pen- 
cilled and  heavy  markings  around  a 
paragraph  reading:  "Before  you  plant 
any  radish  seed  this  Spring,  write  to  the 
War  Office  in  London  and  ascertain 
If  tho  Imperial  Government  will  con- 
tract with  you  for  your  surplus  crop." 
The  members  declared  this  paragraph 
was  really  too .  sarcastic  for  anything. 
"That  little  paragraph  and  the  larger 
editorial — nearly  a  full  half  column  In 
length,  gentlemon,thlnk  of  it!— is  plumb 
full  of  sarcasm  and  criticism,"  said  Mr. 
George  Boll,  M.r.r.  "It  possibly 
'sounds  clever  In  print,  but  It  does 
harm.  It  la  n  pity  that  thla  should  ap- 
pear on  tho  editorial  "page  of  The  Col- 
onist, tbo  established  newspaper  of 
this  city  and  tho  recognised  newspaper 
authority  In  Victoria  which  goea  Into 
practically  every  horns  and  is  road  by 
practically  everybody." 

Other  members  of  tbo  committee  took 
tho  ouo  and  launched  on  a  vigorous  de- 
nunciation Of  tho  newspapers  of  the 
city  in  general.

Pending  receipt  of  the  full  text  of 
the  order-ln-councll  neither  Premier 
Brewster  nor  Hon.  John  Oliver,  Minis- 
ter  of  Railways,  felt  Inclined  yesterday 
to  comment  upon  the  latest  turn  in  the 
affairs  of  the  Canadian  Northern  Paci- 
fic Railway  which,  by  order-ln-council 
Just  passed  by  the  Federal  Parliament, 
has  been  brought  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Board  of  Railway  Commissioners 
of  Canada  as  from  March  1,  and  is  de- 
clared to  be  a  work  for  the  general  ad- 
vantage of  Canada. 

While  notice  of  the  contemplated  step 
has  already  appeared  In  the  press  of  the 
Dominion,  a  message  to  Premier  Brew- 
ster from  Sir  William  Mackenzie,  re- 
ceived on  Tuesday  night,  was  the  first 
notification  received  by  the  Premier 
that  the  order-in-councll  had  been 
passed. 

Kir  William's  messsge  is  tsken  by  the 
Premier  as  an  Intimation  that  any  con- 
trol which  the  province  might  have  ex- 
ercised over  the  company  In  British  Co- 
lumbia by  virtue  of  the  province's  bond 
guarantees'  to  the  extent  of  some  |47,- 
976,000  has  been  swept  away.  Sir  Wil- 
liam's message  also  stated  that  the 
company  would  much  appreciate  if  the 
Government  would  arrange  further  or- 
ders-ln-counc'tl  extending  the  times  for 
the  construction  and  completion  of  the 
British  Columbia  lines  as  requested  by 
the  company's  local  engineer.  Mr.  D.  O. 
Lewis.  It  wss  also  stated  by  Sir  Wil- 
liam that  after  February  28  further 
extensions  would  have  to  bo  obtained 
from  the  Federal  Government,  hot  thst 
.It  Is  too  late  to  apply  for  these  this 
year. 

Premier  Brewster  was  rather  nettled 
by  the  fact  that  Sir  William,  when  In 
Victoria  recently,  never  hinted  at  any 
such  contemplated  action  In  respect  of 
the  company.  He  has  telegraphed  sir 
William  aaktng  for  the  full  text  of  the 
order-in-councll  passed  by  tho  Ottawa 
Government. 

Hon.  John  Oliver,  Minister  of  Rail- 
ways, stated  that  so  far  it  was  npt 
known  whether  the  whole  or  only  a  port 
of  the  company's  system  in  British  Co- 
lumbia would  he  placed  under  the  Rail- 
way Commission,  hut  tho  province 
would  lose  control  of  whatever  part 
was  affected.  He  stated  that  the  agree- 
ment between  the  province  and  company 
stipulated  that  no  application  would 
bo  made  by  the  company  for  Federal 
action  which  would  In  any  manner 
jeopardise  the  province's  Security.  Un- 
til, however,  the  full  text  of  the  order- 
in-councll  waa  received  it  would  be  im- 
possible to  say  Just  to  what  extent  the 
province   is  affected. 

The  Provincial  Government  holda  that 
afdere-ln-ceuncfl  passed  by  tho  lata 
Government  extended  the  time  for  com- 
pletion ef  branch  linos  of  the  C.N.P.  la 
1  British  Colombia  until  July  1  next,  and 
that  It  Is  entirely  within  the  power  of 
tho   province   to   refuse   further   extea-

Probably  the  most  elaborate  Chinese 
funeral  ever  held  In  British  Columbia 
took  place  yesterday  afternoon  in 
honor  of  Yuen  Qui,  ono  of  tbe  leading 
Chinese  Freemasons  of  the  Pacific 
Coast  and  a  resident  of  Victoria  for 
the  paat  fifty  years.  It  was  attended 
by  over  500  Chinese  residents  of  this 
city,  while  several  other  cities,  not- 
ably San  Francisco,  Portland  and  Van- 
couver, were  represented.  Burial  was 
made  at  the  Chinese  cemetery,  Ross 
Bay,  in  the  presence  of  both  Chinese 
and  white  people,  a  large  number  of 
the  latter  having  Journeyed  out  from 
the  city  to  witness  the  services,  which 
were  carried  out  In  accordance  with 
the  traditional   ritual. 

Yuen  Qui,  who  was  72  years  old  at 
the  time  of  his  death,  died  at  the  Pro- 
vincial Royal  Jubilee  Hospital  on  Sat- 
urday. February  10,  and  in  the  mean- 
time the  remains  reposed  at  the  Thom- 
son parlors.  At  1  o'clock  yesterday  af- 
ternoon the  body  was  taken  to  tbo 
Chinese  Freemasons'  Temple,  Fisgard 
Street,  where  It  rested  In  state  for 
about  an  hour,  during  which  time  in- 
cense  waa  burned,  and  the  Masonic 
ceremony  was  carried  out.  The  casket 
was  placed  in  a  booth  draped  with  cloth 
and^  it  was  there  viewed  by  members 
of  the  order  and,  later,  by  the  public, 
a  large  crowd  having  gathered  about 
the  temple. 

At  the  completion  of  thin  service, 
the  casket  was  returned  to  the  hearse 
and  the  funeral  formed  up.  It  pre- 
sented an  awe-inspiring  spectacle  as  it 
proceeded  along  Government  Street 
and  up  Yates  Street,  the  cortege,  which 
consisted  of  over  sixty  vehicles,  be- 
sides a  groat  number  of  pedestrians — 
most  of  them  Chinese  high  in  rank  In 
Masonic  circles,  being  viewed  by  thou- 
sands on  both  aides  of  the  thorough- 
fare, the  people  having  been  attracted 
by  the  weird  Chinese  music  which  was 
played  continuously.

In  the  vanguard  of  the  procession 
was  one  of  the  high  dignitaries  of  the 
Masonic  order,  riding  on  horseback 
and  attired  In  rich  silk  of  brilliant 
color,  lie  carried  a  standard  on  which 
was  inscribed  the  name  of  tho  de- 
ceased and  some  appropriate  Masonic 
passages.  Immediately  following  him 
was  a  civilian  brass  band,  which  play- 
ed various  funeral  marches  on  the  way 
to  the  cemetery.  Behind  were  a  num- 
ber of  Masonic  officers,  who,  with  the 
rlchly-ralmented  pallbearers.  who 
went  on  foot,  escorted  the  hearse.  The 
hearse  was  laden  with  a  profusion  of 
wreaths  and  other  floral  designs  and  in 
the  front  was  a  full-sited  framed  pho- 
tograph of  the  deceased. 

Within  ten  feet*  of  the  hearse  walked 
llie  mourners,  chief  of  whom  was  the 
widow  and  her  two  children,  aged  four 
and  three  respectively.  The  widow 
wore  the  customary  Chinese  mourning 
clothes  of  light  cloth,  forming  a  hood 
&nd  flowing  gown,  with  her  head 
bowed  In  her  hands,  and  she  was  sup- 
ported by  several  Chinese  women,  all 
of  whom  gave  visible  signs  of  their 
grief.  Behind  them  walked  more  of- 
ficers of  thO  Masonic  order,  wearing 
brightly-colored  surplices.  They  were 
stolid  and  Impassive,  giving  no  outward 
show  of  their  emotion.  A  motor  car 
carrying  one  of  the  Masonic  hands  waa 
next  la  tho  procession,  tho  muaieians 
being  equipped  with  cymbals,  horns 
and  stringed  instruments.  Over  two 
hundred  Chinese  followed  on  foot, 
some  of  them  dressed  in  white  gowns 
and  carrying  white  banners  bearing 
Chinese  characters.  Sixty  carriages 
and  motor  cars,  ono  or  two  of  them 
containing  Chinese  musicians,  who 
played  all  tho  way  to  the  cemetery, 
brought  up  the  roar. 

Marching  at  a  alow  pace.  It  was  not 
untu  4  o'clock  that  tho  long  proces- 
sion reached  Its  destination — the  com- 
Otory  that  has  beea  the  Chtnose  burial 
grounds  for  Vancouver  Island  for  many 
decades.  Despite  the  high  office  be 
held.  Yuen  Qufs  grave  will  not  ha 
marked  by  a  tombstone,  but  by  a 
simple  woodoa  elab,  aa  are  all  the 
ethers.  A  largo  ooaoearae  of  people 
had  arrived  at  tho  cemetery  long  bo- 
fore  tho  arrival  of  tho  funeral  party, 
many  ef  tho  spectators  being  drawn 
there  by  curiosity.  Much  of  tho  an- 
cient Chinese  oaatoau,  such  aa  tho 
roasting  of  a.  pig  at  tho  speetally-de- 
signed  altar  aad  tho  setting  off  of  fire- 
works, waa  not  observed,  aad  the 
graveside  rite*  were  simple  In 
paiiseti  with  some  of  the 
hold  there  Is  paat  years.  Tho  whtte- 
halrcd  Chinese  caretaker  bad  made 
provision  for  tho  fireworks,  hut  they 
wore  aet  need 

Tho  band  played  tho  Dead  March  la 
as  tho  pricasslsa  PteaBSS  through 


the  gates  of  the  cemetery  and  the  re- 
mains were  borne  directly  to  the  grave, 
the  horseman  leading  the  way.  The 
casket  was  taken  from  the  hearse  and 
rested  on  the  ground.  The  Masons 
stuck  the  poles  of  their  banners  in  the 
ground  and  crowded  around  tho  cof- 
fin, while  the  mourners  gave  vent  to 
their  sorrow  on  bendsd  knees.  Tho 
top  of  the  casket  was  removed  and 
again  all  the  Chinese  viewed  the  con- 
tents, walking  around  the  casket  In 
single  file.  During  the  ceremony  the 
Chinese  bands  sounded  the  burial 
music. .  this  being  distinguished  from 
tho  other  by  the  somewhat  louder 
crashing  of  the  cymbals  and  beating 
of  drums.  After  the  casket  had  been 
placed  In  the  grave  and  covered,  tho 
son  of  the  deceased  throwing  in  a 
handful  of  earth  as  part  of  tho  cere- 
mony, the  mourners  discarded  their 
outside  regalia  and  most  of  this,  to- 
gether with  the  banners,  were  burnt  at 
the  cemetery- 
Yuen  Qui  was  a  past  master  of  the 
Masonic  order  and  came  to  British  Co- 
lumbia over  fifty  years  ago.  being  a 
miner  in  the  Cariboo  before  coming 
'niere.  .He  was  a  Fisgard  Street  mer- 
chant until  illness  enforced  hia  re- 
moval to  hospital.  He  was  a  native  of 
Canton  and  well  known  In  tho  Oriental 
colonies  of  almost  every  city  on  tho 
Coast.  -  v

MAKES  145,000  GRANT 

■Ute  of  Washington  Follows  Oregon  In 
Support  of  Mow  raetfie  Mortbwest 
-      Tourist  Association 


Mayor  Todd  yesterday  was  notified  of 
the  grant  of  111,000  made  to  the  Pa- 
cific Northwest  Tourlat  Association,  of 
which  he  Is  president,  by  tho  Washing- 
ton atate  Legislature  at  Olympw.  Thla 
follows  tho  946,000  grant  made  by  the 
State  of  Oregon  last  month. 

The  new  organization  embraces  Ore- 
gon, Washington  and  British  Columbia, 
snd  Its  purpose  is  to  make  known  the 
charms  of  the  Pacific  Northwest  over 
tho  whole  continent.  Mr.  Herbert  Cuth- 
bcrt,  commissioner  of  the  Victoria  and 
Island  Development  Association,  has 
been  chosen  mAn  secretary  of  the  organ- 
isation with  headquarters  at  Seattle.

Women  in  Oreat  Britain  have,  since 
the  outbreak  of  war  obtained  employ- 
ment and  recognition  as  surgeons  in 
the  army  hospitals,  as  well  as  in  civil 
positions  of  many  kinds.  The  long  con- 
tention as  to  the  future  of  women  to 
practice  medicine  and  aurgery  is  over. 
Dr.  Pennington  must  have .  demonstrat- 
ed her  ability  or  she  would  never  have 
been  entrusted  with  an  Important  posi- 
tion In  an  industrial  community. 


In  our  own  city,  the  banks  are  em- 
ploying a  number  of  women  and  there 
are  others  who  are  looking  forward  to 
such  employment.  Both  claases  will 
be  Interested  to  learn  what  the  Toronto 
correspondent  of  the  New  York  World 
says  about  the  services  girls  have  ren- 
dered since  war  began.  The  following 
Is  the  result  of  his  observation: 

Thirty-live  hundred  women  hold  posi- 
tions In  Canadian  banks  alone  who  were 
not  there  before  the  war.  As  their  work 
Is  similar  to  those  of  other  women  of 
about  an  equal  number  who  have  taken 
up  duties  in  commercial,  brokerage,  and 
other  business  houses,  their  progress 
Is  indicative  of  women's  success  on  the 
whole  In  these  new  environs,  and  while 
particular  reference  is  here  made  to 
those  engaged  In  banking  institutions, 
the  same  remarks  may  be  attached  to 
the  majority  of  the  others. 

Of  the  women  engaged,  a  certain  per- 
centage had  some  slight  experience 
previously  in  bookkeeping  or  were  pos- 
sessed of  other  forms  of  commercial 
training,  but  many  of  the  workers — in- 
deed, more  than  half — had  never  prev- 
iously turned  their  hands  to  other  than 
slight  household  duties  at  home.  These 
latter  made  the  most  energetic  and  en- 
thusiastic of  employees,  because  for 
the  first  time  they  are  enjoying  real  in- 
dependence. 

Fluffy-haired,  rather  frivolous  debu- 
tantes, who  entered  banks  not  knowing 
the  difference  between  a  check  and  a 
draft,  became  in  a  few  weeks'  time  ser- 
ious-minded, careful  president  oversets 
of  huge  and  Imposing  books.  These  re- 
cent sojourners  In  the  marts  of  money 
have  made  good  In-all  lesser  positions, 
and  a  few  have  arrived  at  the  actual 
handling  of  cash  in  the  paying  and  re- 
ceiving tellers'   cases. 

While  a  certain  amount  of  these 
rapid  promotions  can  be  accredited  to 
the  exigencies  of  war — some  of  the 
girls  in  six  weeks  attaining  to  places 
which  formerly  occupied  men  six 
months  and  even  a  year  to  reach — the 
majority  of   promotions   were     due     to

While  the  great  majority  of  girls  in 
banks  and  other  places  of  business 
will  be  ready  to  surrender  their  places 
to  those  soldiers  who  return  sound  and 
well  to  fill  them,  there  Is  little  doubt 
that  now,  women  have  proved  their 
_  ability,  they  will  in .  future  secure  a 
share  of  the  employment  in  banks  for 
which  they  are  fitted.  For  a  longtime 
to  come,  there  will  be,  unless  all  signs 
fall,  plenty  of  work  for  all  willing 
hands   to  do. 

The  great  objection,  one  of  the  prom- 
inent bank  managers  stated  not  long 
ago,  to  placing  women  in  the  highest 
positions  is  that  they  do  not  remain 
In  training  long  enough  to  reach  them 
This  Is  true  of  other  vocations.  The 
only  place  where  women  reaches  the 
highest  of  all  positions  is  In  the  home. 
There  she  is  queen.  When  Peace  re- 
turns It  will  be  a  wonder  If  more  wo- 
men will  not  be  willing  to  make  any 
sacrifice  of  ease  and  comfort  that  may 
be  necessary  to  enable  them  to  fllll 
their  places  as  wives  and   mothers.

There  Is  a  little  woman  In  a  lonely 
district  in  Alaska  who  la  a  power  in 
the  enforcement  of  the  law  against  the 
use  of  Intoxicants.  She  is  employed  at 
a  station  called  Mile  Three  and  a  Half, 
on  the  new  Government  railway  be- 
tween Seward  and  Anchorage,  Alaska. 
Her  duties  are  to  provide  entertain- 
ment for  the  men  who  visit  the  sta- 
tion and  to  keep  the  big  log  building 
clean  and   neat. 

Sometimes  -as  many  as  seventy-five 
man  take  their  meals  there,  and  Mrs. 
Dabney  has  only  one  helper. 

There  is  a  town  at  Anchorage  at  the 
head  of  Cook  Inlet  which  has  grown  to 
a  population  of  8,000.  The  government 
made  It  a  prohibition  town  and  let  It 
be  known  that  no  drinking  waa  to  be 
tolerated  among  the  men  and  no  liquor 
sold  in  the  roadhouses. 

Mrs.  Dabney  recently  had  a  visitor. 
Miss  Ella  A.  Boole  of  the  W.  C.  T.  U., 
who  in  the  "Union  Signal"  haa  been 
telling  the  outside  world  how  Mrs.  Dab. 
ney  carrlea  on  her  work  of  promoting 
sobriety  in  the  house  for  whose  repu- 
tation »he  feels  herself  responsible.  The 
story  she  tells  confirms  the  truth  told 
by  men  who  have  lived  In  the  north, 
that  a  good  woman  Is  safe  and  can 
command  the  respect  of  those  who  are 
considered   wild  and  even  lawless. 

It  must  nevertheless  have  required 
rare  courage  In  Mrs.  Dabney  to  take 
the  demijohn  of  whiskey  which  twenty 
five  men  brought  to  her  house  and  to 
empty  Its  contents  Into  the  lake  near 
by.  hat  It  waa,  perhaps,  equalled  by  the 
sense  of  Justice  of  the  construction 
boss  who  In  the  presence  of  hla  men 
apologised  to  the  little  housekeeper  for 
the  conduct  which  had  offended  her. 
She  waa  right,  ho  said  and  he  would 
not  aak  her  to  serve  meals  to  him  or 
anybody  else  who  had  been  drlaking.

Only  one  of  the  three  Interesting 
papers  appearing  on  the  agenda  of  the 
Provincial  conference  of  the  Local 
Councils  of  Women,  at  the  third  ses- 
sion, yesterday  morning,  waa  given, 
owing  to  the  lengthy  discussion  con- 
cerning the  proposed  amendments  to 
the  constitution  of  the  National  Coun- 
cil of  Women. 

This  paper  waa  on  The  Preparation 
for  Motherhood,"  given  by  Mrs.  H.  C. 
Hanlngton,  who.  In  introducing  her 
subject,  mentioned  her  surprise  on 
reading  the  book  of  an  eminent  In- 
dian writer  to  leant  that  the  subject 
of  establishing  schools  for  the  train- 
ing of  mothers  and  girls  in  "Mother- 
craft"  waa  considered  even  at  that 
time.  The  preparation  and  education 
of  girls  for  their  future  role,  as  the 
mothers  of  the  future  generations, 
should  be  commenced  almost  as  soon 
aa  they  are  born,  and  above  all  there 
ahould  be  Included  In  the  training  of 
theae  little  lives  encouragement  In 
their  devotion  to  and  care  of  animals, 
not  to  be  Instilled  by  visits  to  cir- 
cuses or  vaudeville  shows,  where  more 
often  than  not  the  animals  are  train- 
ed by  fear  caused  by  the  cruel  lash: 
but  as  far  as  possible  by  practical 
lessons  in  nature. 

Continuing,  the  speaker  mentioned 
the  presence  In  almost  every  little  girl 
of  the  Instinct  to  mother  something, 
no  matter  what  it  was,  whether  a  rag 
doll  or  the  more  elaborate  life-size 
doll,  Just  so  long  as  she  has  something 
to  cuddle  close  In  her  arms.  This 
"mothering  Instinct"  Is  present  In 
every  girl  child,  only  awaiting  de- 
velopment and  fruition. 

Only  too  often  Is  the  young  expec- 
tant mother  almost  frightened  to  death 
by  the  expense  Involved  in  the  birth 
of  her  child,  including  medical  atten- 
tion and  nursing  and  other  incidentals 
that  rob  her  of  the  Joy  of  its  coming. 
While  appreciating  the  splendid  care 
given  to  mother  and  child  in  a  hospital, 
the  education  of  the  mother  during*  the 
two  or  more  weeks  spent  in  this  In- 
stitution was  woefully  neglected,  In 
her  opinion,  as  regards  the  early  care 
and  attention  to  the  child.  The 
mother  leaves  the  hospital  knowing 
very  little  about  Its  care,  as  very  often 
even  the  baby's  baths  are  given  by 
other  hands  and  out  of  her  sight.  The 
proper  place,  too,  ^for  a  baby  to  be 
born,  where  circumstances  permit,  in 
in  the  home,  where  the  father  may 
also  share  in  the  responsibility  and 
anxiety,  and  as  in  the  case  in  homes 
where  there  are  other  children  and 
members  of  the  family  circle,  all  may 
enjoy  the  pleasure  of  welcoming  the 
new  brother  or.  sister  into  the  fold. 

The  speaker  strongly  advocated  the 
establishment  of  maternity  cottages  on 
a  simplified  scale  where  the  wife  of  a 
laboring  man  may  receive  competent 
attention  at  a  moderate  cost  and  In 
pleasant  and  comfortable  surround- 
ings. Also  that  steps  should  be  taken 
by  the  National  Council  to  approach 
the  Government  with  a  request  to  help 
In  .the  conservation  *f  children  and 
mothers.  Experts  are  appointed  to 
deal  with  the  conservation  of  natural 
resources,  including  minerals,  fishing, 
forests,  etc.,  but  no  consideration  Is 
given  to  the  care  and  preservation  of 
the  motherhood  and  childhood  of  the 
country,  which  are  Its  greatest  assets. 
A  discussion  followed  on  this  sub- 
ject in  which  several  able  speakers 
took  part,  all  advocating  strongly  the 
sentiments  expressed  In  Mrs.  Hanlng- 
ton's  splendid  paper,  for  which  a 
hearty  vote  of  thanks  was  passed.  The 
meeting  then  adjourned  until  the  af- 
ternoon session  when  the  other  sub- 
jects omitted  through  shortage  of  time 
were  proceeded  with,  Mrs.  R.  8.  Day 
giving  her  splendid  address  on  "The 
Conservation  of  Child  Life,"  which  is 
really  the  greatest  problem  facing  the 
world  today  in  view  of  the  appalling 
wastage  of  human  life  on  the  battle- 
fields of  Europe. 

Child  Welfare  Predominant 
/'All  over  the  civilised  world  today," 
said  the  speaker,  "the  conservation  of 
child  life  Is  the  vital  question  of  the 
hour.  Our  foremost  legislators  and 
prominent  men  are  slowly  recognizing 
that  the  problem  of  the  child  and  chlld- 
savlhg  la  all  important:  and  for  the 
time  being,  at  least,  they  have  turned 
aside  from  the  engrossing  task  of  con- 
sidering how  to  produce  material  wealth 
to  the  more  colossal  one  of  how  to  pro- 
duce human  wealth.  Not  a  better  crop 
of  wheat  as  the  nation's  best  asset,  but 
a  better  crop  of  boys  and  girls,  having 
the  right  to  be  well  born  and  nurtured, 
but  who,  In  far  too  many  cases  hitherto, 
have  only  "growed"  .like  Topsy! 

"In  London,  England,  at  the  present 
time,  the  National  Institute  of  Mother- 
craft  la  about  to  complete  organization. 
Its  very  important  and  far-reaching  ob- 
ject is  to  provide  a  central  place  Where 
every  effective  preventive  agency  will 
not  only  be  shown  by  means  of  charts 
and  screens  but  will  be  actually  In  oper- 
ation for  the  purpose  of  combatting  in- 
fant ante-natal  and  maternal  mortality. 
All  will  be  collected  under  one  roof  and 
each  department  will  he  organized  and 
operated  by  specialists  In  their  own  par- 
ticular line,  so  that  any  Provincial  or 
municipal  body  wishing  to  adopt  some 
special  branch  of  Infant  welfare  will 
find  at  the  institute  a  practical  and 
complete  model  to  guide  it 

"The  Institute  la  intended  to  be  a  me- 
morial to  our  fallen  heroes,  that  from 
their,  sacrificial  graves  may  rise,'  phoe- 
nix -l  Ike,  a  race  -  of  men  and  women  In 
every  way  worthy  of  them,  who  will 
'carry  on.*  and  perpetuate  those  noble 
and  deathless  traditions  which  are  the 
foundations  of  Empire  'greatness. 

"In  order  to  Inaugurate  and  provide 
a  fund  for  this  movement  It  has  been 
proposed  that  an  Imperial  Baby  Day  bo 
held  on  Empire  Day — an  altogether  fit- 
ting and  appropriate  anniversary  on 
which  to  bring  especially  before  the 
public*  at  large  the  need  of  child-saving 
and  appeal   for  support. 

"We  know  that  the  health  of  future 
generations  depends  upon  the  knowl- 
edge possessed  by  the  present  one,  and 
the  way  in  which  that  knowledge  la 
used:  and  It  Is  rather  startling  to  find 
that  In  spite  of  all  our  modern  methods 
of  sanitation,  hygiene  and  disinfection, 
which  certainly  hare  caused  a  steady 
and  marked  decline  in  the  death-rate 
aa  n  whole,  there  te  no  corresponding 
decline  In  the  death-rate  of  babies. 
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are  not  yet.  because  the  registration  of 
births  la  not  compulsory  throughout 
the  Dominion  and  until  It  la  wo  cannot 
get  accurate  figures — now,  aa  I  said, 
If  we  compare-  a  recent  table  of  Infant 
mortality  In  England  with  one  twenty  or 
more  years  ago.  we  find  a  marked  de- 
cline In  the  number  of  deaths  from  In- 
fectious diseases  but  no  decline  at  all 
In  the  number  of  deaths  from  wasting 
and  preventlble  dls easts — te  fact,  the 
Infant  death-rate  from  proventlbla 
causes,  pre-maturlty  and  Immaturity, 
la  steadily  increasing,  arising  from  lack 
of  knowledge.  Inadequate  preparation 
for  motherhood,  and  alcoholism.  Now, 
at  first  sight  It  would  appear  that  the 
latter  cause  Is  not  of  sufficient  Import- 
ance to  mention:  but  wo  find  that 
whereas  56  per  cent  of  the  children  of 
alcoholic  mothers  die  before  they  at- 
tain the  age  of  two  years,  only  S3  per 
cent  of  the  children  of  non-alcoholic 
mothers  die  before  that  period — the 
cause  of  this  high  percentage  in  the 
former  case  being  largely  due  to  lack 
of  vitality  and  malformation.  Then  In 
the  ease  of  Infant  mortality  aa  a  whole, 
I  believe  It  la  an  established  fact  that 
a  baby  dies  somewhere  In  the  civilized 
(mind,  I  say  'civilised)  world  every  ten 
seconds — six  every  minute,  300  every 
hour,  and  more  than  half  of  theae  deatha 
are  preventlble.  Ladles,,  what  are  we 
going  to  do  to  prevent  this  appalling 
wastage  T 

"With  such  facts  and  figures  before 
us  we  may  fearlessly  say  that  trained 
motherhood  Is  the  need  of  the  world  to- 
day; and  let  us  determine,  as  women, 
that  on  whatever  lines  our  civic  au- 
thorities decide  to  practice  economy  It 
shall  not  be  at  the  expense  of  our  wo- 
men and  children — that  their  welfare 
shall  be  our  first  care,  and  that  any 
movement  which  may  tend  to  seriously 
affect  their  best  interests  will  not  be 
tolerated. 

"Sphere  of  Woman" 

"  'Take  this  child  and  nurse  It  for  me 
and  I  will  give  thee  thy  wages'  has  es- 
tablished from  all  time  and  for  all  time 
the  divinely  appointed  unalterable 
'sphere'  of  woman — the  kingdom  which 
she  governs  and  the  realm  over  which 
she  reigns  supreme;  and  it  Is  with  a 
feeling  akin  to  dismay  that  we  notice 
the  great  and  growing  danger  that  home 
making  may  become  a  lost  art,  owing  to 
the  undeniable  truth  that  wherever  In- 
dustrialism takes  hold  of  a  community 
it  involves  the  displacement  of  women 
from  the  home. 

"Forgive  me  for  repeating  those  words 
so  full  of  warning  and  appeal  spoken  by 
King  George  soon  after  his  accession  to 
the  throne.  I  do  not  feel  that  we  can 
hear  them  too  often:  'The  foundations 
of  national  glory  are  set  in  the  homes 
of  the  people  and  they  will  only  remain 
unshaken  while  the  family  life  or  our 
race  and  nation  is  strong.' 

"Most  wisely,  therefore,  has  it  been 
ordained  that  the  first  impressions  of 
childhood  shall  be  received  amid  the 
sanctities  of  home  life  and  home  rela- 
tionships, and  that  the  world  In  which 
the  plastic  mind  and  will  of  the  child 
shall  take  shape  and  snlldlfy  shall  be 
an  altogether  beautiful  world,  a  sincere 
world,  a  many-sided  world,  a  loving 
world,  an  altruistic  world  and  a  God- 
governed  world.  All  child  welfare 
should  begin  in  the  home,  for  there  the 
foundations  of  character  are  laid  deep 
down  in  the  susceptible  nature  of  the 
little  child,  and  there,  too,  he  gets  hla 
first  religious  Impressions,  those  im- 
pressions which  will  have  the  most  last- 
ing and  powerful  effect  upon  his  after 
life,  the  impressions  which  he  gets  from 
the  high  spiritual  ideals  permeating  the 
dally  life  and  conduct  of  father  and 
mother.  Happy  they  who  under  such 
care  and  guidance  step  out  Into  the 
wider  world  of  school  and  after  life— 
strong  for  good;    strong  to  resist  evil. 

"Ladies,  have  I  dwelt  too  long  on  the 
importance  of  home  and  home  environ- 
ment? If  so,  it  is  because  I  know  that 
national  greatness  depends  upon  the 
home  life  of  the  people  of  the  nation. 
The  home  life  depends  upon  the 
mothers  of  the  nation,  and,  therefore,  a 
nation  can  only  be  great  so  far  as  its 
mothers  are   great.  *» 

"The  task  which  lies  before  us,  then, 
as  a  nation,  is  to  make  all  our  mothers 
'great'   in  degree  at  all  events — to  give 
them    a    'fighting   chance,'    a    chance    to 
'make    good.'       And    because    it    is    all 
important,   let   us   take   time   to   do   it — 
to   see   that  all   our   girls   are   prepared 
for    the    functions,    duties,    responsibili- 
ties and  privileges  of  motherhood.      In 
view  of  the  awful  toll  this  terrible  war 
Is  exacting    from    among    the  splendid 
specimens  of  manhood  which  have  gone 
forth   from     our  homes,   the     least,   the 
very  least  we  who  stay  at  home  can  do 
is  to  see  that  the  oncoming  stream  of 
life  Is  pure  at  Its  source,  strong  In  its 
outgoing,  and   vigorous  in  its  maturity. 
Maternal  Boaourees  Important 
"We  frequently  hear  that  no  country 
can    afford    to   neglect   its    material    re- 
sources;  but  may  I  say  with  far  greater 
emphasis  that  no  country  can  afford  to 
neglect    its    maternal    reaources.       Our 
sister    Dominions   of    New    Zealand    and 
Australia  lead  the  world  In  the  matter 
of    child    welfare,   and    the   Infant   mor- 
tality  rate  Is   lower  in   these   countries 
than    In    any    other.       Why?       Because 
the  Government  recognizes  and  aasumes 
Its    responsibility    towards   ita   children, 
and  so  long  as  any  Government  spends 
thousands     of  dollars     In  teaching  the 
farmer    how    to    raise    colts   and   calves 
and  pigs,  but  not  one  cent  in  teaching 
the     coming    mother,     or    helping     the 
struggling  mother   to  produce  and   rear 
Its  future  citizens,  just  so  long  will  this 
awful  wastage  of  human  material  con- 
tinue 

"These  countries  realize  that  the  out- 
lay required  for  this  all  Important  work 
is  strikingly  small  In  comparison  with 
the  money  which  would  have  to  be  apent 
later  on  In  supporting  institutions  for 
their  deficient,  neglected  and  delinquent 
children. 

"Where  Is  the  flock  that  waa  given 
thee — thy  beautiful  flock?"  Mothers  of 
Canada!  we  will  have  to  answer  that 
question:  and  now  let  us  consider  for  a 
few  moments:  how  can  we  beat  con- 
serve the  child  life  of  our  nation.  What 
la  to  be  our  part  In  tbla  work  of  recon- 
struction? Who  is  to  blame  for  the 
wastage?  The  popular  thing,  I  know,  la 
to  blame  the  mother,  bat  before  we  al- 
low our  righteous  wrath  to  descend  on 
her.  let  us  aak  ourselves  whether  we 
have  sny  responsibility  in  the  matter. 
When  our  glrlo  leave  school  able  to  do 
the  101  things  that  do  not  matter,  but 
totally  unable  to  do  the  one   thing  that

BTew  Laws  Besnjred 
"The   next   thing    that    we   must   aim 
at    is    to    get   a    Notification   of    Births 
Act,  and  see  that  It  la 'enforced,  so  that 
every    birth    will    be    registered    within 
twenty-four     hours.     The     object     and 
value  of  this  Is  that,  besides  giving  us 
correct  data.  In  the  case  of  our  poorer 
mothers,   it  can    be   followed    up   by   an 
Immediate  vlalt  from  a  paid  or  volun- 
tary  health   visitor  connected    with    the 
City  Health  Department.    In  many  cities 
where  one  such  official  la  employed,  It 
has  been  possible  to  secure  the  services 
of  several  voluntary  helpers  for  vsrious 
districts   who  win   keep  in   touch   with 
the   mothers  and   babies  for  a  year  at 
least,  and  who  by  personal  supervision, 
personal   Interest,   and   personal    advics, 
render  most  valuable  service.     Of  course, 
the  personality  of  the  worker  Is  of  the 
utmost  Importance — knowledge,  tact,  and 
love  seem   to   be     the     most     essential 
qualifications,   and    the   absence  of  sny 
word  or  attitude  which  might  Imply  that 
the  mother  Is  not  willing  to  do  her  best 
or  that  she  Is  Incapable.     Rather  muat 
she  be  made  to  feel  that  It  Is  she  who 
Is  snxlous  to  be  In  every  way  worthy 
of   her   high   calling,   and    she   will    not 
fail  to  respond. 

"The  third,  last,  and  most  important 
thing  of  all,  because  It  includes  mvmry 
other  effort  made  towards  the  conserva- 
tion of  child  life,  and  glvea  it  Is  proper 
status  In  the  community,  is  to  try  ami 
secure  the  establishment  of  a  Bureau 
of  Infant  Welfare,  or  a  Child  Welfare 
Institute  under  the  Secretary  of  the 
"Provincial    Board  of  Health. 

"This  we  must  Work  for  end  strive 
for  by  every  means  In  oar  power  ss 
being  the  most  practical  and  adequate 
method  of  bringing  knowledge  within 
the  reach  of  every  mother.  Here  the  ex- 
pectant mother  can  come  for  help  and 
advice.  Here  mothers  and  babies  will 
be  received,  and  practical  Instructions 
given  In  bathing,  dreaslng.  feeding, 
caring  for  the  eyes  and  mouth,  and 
caring  for  the  babies  In  health  and  In 
sickness.  Demonstrations  in  simple 
cookery  will  be  given,  end  cards  distrib- 
uted giving  simple  recipes  and  menus, 
shewing  how  easily  a  nourishing  soup 
or  stew  with  sppetising  pudding  could 
take  the  place  of  tinned  sardines,  the 
Indlspenable  pleoe  of  pie,'  and  the  In- 
evitable cup  of  tea. 

"And  then,  with  the  Child  Welfare 
Institute  In  full  working  order,  not  one 
of  our  mothers  would  have  to  enter  the 
f/slley  of  the  shadow  In  order  to  bring 
another  little  life  Into  being  without 
knowing  that  some  place  would  be  pro- 
vided where  she  could  lay  her  head  In 
peace  and  comfort,  confident  that  those 
at  hotqe  were  being  eared  for  in,  .her 
absence  witbo.it  having  to  draw  too 
heavily  upon  the  slender  resources  of 
her  purse.  Such  work  as  this  most  ever 
he  essentially  woman's  work;.  Upon  her 
the  heaviest  burden  will  fall  for  many 
years  to  come.  H*r  Ood -given  tnlaaion, 
to  soothe,  to  heal;  to  minister,  to  tore, 
to  inspire,  to  save — until  oat  of  the 
chaos,  turmoil,  strife,  and  wee,  the  In-* 
tent  forces  of  mot  her  hoed  will  emerge

Mrs.  Griffin,  of  the  Vancouver  coun-

According  to  reports  ltM  WSS  one  of  tho 
beet  at  game  asaaoae  la  the  United  States. 
where  the  cry  ef  recent  years  has  been 
that  th*  game  of  all  kinds  was  being  rap- 
idly exterminated.  In  Main*,  for  Instance, 
th*  bag  of  deer  was  mors  than  10,000, 
while,  going  to  tha  other  extreme  of  the 
country,  the  number  of  deer  shot  In  Cali- 
fornia exeeeded  9.000.  Several  thousand 
wara  bagged  la  Pennsylvania,  while  in  the 
four  days  of  the  New  Jersey  open  season. 
Ml   deer   were   taken. 

Four  hundred  elk  were  killed  outside  the 
northern  boundary  of  Yellowstone  Park 
during  the  last  two  days  of  the  hunting 
season.  Two  hundred  and  rtrty  bears  were 
taken  out  ot  Pennsylvania,  and  It  Is  esti- 
mated that  4.004.000  rabbits  were  bagged 
la    th*   same    Stat*. 

Hunters  of  vermin  did  well  in  California 
and  Wyoming.  The  former  State  paid  out 
ever  140,004  ia  bounties  for  cougar*  at  lit 
par  head,  whiis  the  latter  State  appropri- 
ated 180.000  to  he  paid  for  the*  hides  of 
coyotes  at  11.60  per  hide.  The  above  sum 
cam*  nowhere  near  meeting  the  demand. 
Several  thousand  ceyotee  were  bagged  fdr 
which  the  mea  who  killed  them  could  not 
collect.       g

Occupational  Survey,  Supple- 
mentary to  Man  Power  Cen- 
sus, Now  Launched  by  Na- 
tional Service  Commission. 


OTTAWA,  Feb.  28. — The  occupational 
survey  foreshadowed  by  tbe  Prim*  Min- 
ister in  his  recent  statement  to  Parlia- 
ment Is  now  being  launched  from  Ot- 
tawa by  the  National  Service  Commls- 
sler.  Two  hundred  thousand  forms  and 
covering  letters  are  being  mailed  JeJt*U 
employers  In  Canada,  excepting  small 
retailers,  brokers,  professional  men  and 
farmers. 

It  is  pointed  out  that  the  man  power 
inventory  of  Canada  now  being  com- 
pleted discloses  a  large  number  of  men 
available  for  work  In  the  regular  In- 
dustries of  the  country  in  case  of  need. 
This  potential  labor  will  be  of  little 
value  to  the  state  unless  it  can  be  use- 
fully employed  In  connection  with  the 
different  types  of  proauetive.  essentia* 
Industry.  The  questions  which  are  now 
being  Issued  are  Intended  to  reveal  the 
extent  and  nature  of  tbe  present  de- 
mand for  labor,  'and  It  Is  also  Intended 
to  enable  the  National  Service  Commis- 
sion to  make  a  forecast  of  the  general 
Venditions  in  regard  to  employment 
likely  to  prevail  Immediately  following 
the  end  of  the  war.  Employers  are  re- 
quired to  classify  their  employees,  In- 
cluding office  staffs,  stating  the  num- 
ber of  each  class  employed  before  the 
war  and  also  at  the  present  time.  In- 
quiry is  made  as  to  the  additional  num- 
ber of  workers  in  earn  class  that  could 
now  be  profitably^  employed  and  the 
probable  duration  of  any  suoh  available 
employment. 

One  of  the  most  Important  questions 
asked  Is  that  dealing  with  the  probable 
employment  situation  within  a  short 
period  after  the  end  of'  the  war.  It  Is 
pointed  out  that  It  will  naturally  be 
impossible  for  employers  to  do  more 
than  to  give  the  National  Service  Com- 
mission the  benefit  of  their  best  Judg- 
ment, aa  expressed  In  certain  definite 
figures  upon  the  schedules.  It  Is  real* 
lsed  that  some  estimate  must  necessar- 
ily be  made  to  enable  tbe  Government 
of  Canada  to  solve  adequately  the  after- 
the-war  employment  problem.

Another  call  Is  now  beins;  made  *y  the 
National  Service  Board,  and  owing  to 
the  attractiveness  ©*  the  service  to  be 
rendered  and  the  benefit  that  will  ac- 
crue to  those  rendering  It,  there  la  every 
likelihood  of  a  quick  and  spontaneoua 
response.  Tbe  call  la  tor  the  object  of 
recruiting;  mechanics  and  others  for  tho 
Royal  Flying  Corps  In  Canada— the  dar- 
ing "dicky-birds,"  as  they  are  called, 
not  only  in  the  British  Isles  but  on 
every  battleground  In  Europe  and  Asia. 

The  National  Service  cards -have  been 
gone  over  and  some  12,000  have  been  se- 
lected from  among  the  following  trades: 
acetylene  welders,  blacksmiths,  carpen- 
ters, coppersmiths,  motor  cyclists,  motor 
fitters,  millwrights,  sailmaksrs  (tailors), 
milling  machinists,  metal  turners,  motor 
drivers,  electricians,  engine  fitters,  motor 
cyclo  flttsrs,  engineers,  cooks,  painters, 
tinsmiths,  cabinet  makers  and  vulcanla- 
ers  who  have  offered  to  do  "their  bit," 
and  to  whom  will  be  sent  booklets  show- 
ing just  what  the  Royal  Flying  Corps 
Is.  what  their  duties  will  he,  rates  of 
pay,  etc.  As  only  8,000  men  are  needed 
for  this  branch  of  the  service  at  once, 
the  call  will  be  confined  to  the  Eastern 
provinces. 

■exrtoe  IB  Attractive 

This  service  Is  not  to  work  In  machine 
shops  in  the  cities  nor  for  aerial  work, 
but  at  the  different  flying  corps  camps 
and  alrdomea.  where  they  will  erect, 
rebuild  and  repair  machines,  keeping 
them  in  running  order  for  the  pilots. 
There  is,  of  course,  nothing  to  stop  a 
man  that  Joins  up  from  taking  up  flying 
If  he  desires  to  do  so  and  can  pass  the 

test 

In  the  flying  service  the  percentage  of 
non-com  missioned  officers  is  very  high 
and  the  promotion  is  rapid,  while  it  also 
gives  a  splendid  opportunity  to  men  who 
up  to  the  present  have  been  prevented, 
either  by  physical  disabilities  or  home 
ties,  from  taking  part  in  national  de- 
fence, who  now  have  an  opportunity  to 
do  yeoman  service  for  Canada  and  the 
Empire. 

After  the  war  those  who  are  members 
of  this  service  will  have  gained  auch  an 
experience  in  the  transportation  of  the 
future  that  they  will  be  in  the  position

No  great  stretch  of  the  imagination  la 
required   to   see   airships   carrying   mail 
and  paasengers  in  the  near  future,  and 
It  is  the  men  who  have  had  the  advan- 
tage   of    the    knowledge    gained    in    the 
Royal  Flying  Corps  who  will  be  In  the 
greatest  demand  to  carry  on  this  work 
at  very  high  rates  of  remuneration. 
Work  Ig  Bot  Hard 
The  work  la  not  hard.     In  fact,  air- 
men,   both   ground   workers   and    flyers, 
say   it   is   more    of    a    recreation    than 
otherwise;  and  the  standard  of  skill  re- 
quired    is    not   excessively   high.     Any 
good  mechanic  that  can  hold  down  a  Job 
now  may  be  assured  that  he  will  be  ac- 
cepted   The  pay  la  good.    Take,  for  in- 
stance, the  rank  of  a  married  sergeant. 
It  la  equal  to  an  income  of  about  $1,300 
a   year,   being  based  as   follows:     Pay, 
114  per  week;  food  and  clothing  equals 
$6  per  week;    separation  allowance,   96 
per  week;  or  125  per  week  in  all.

Corporals  get  $1.70  per 
day;   sergeants,   $8   per  day;   flight  ser- 
geants, $240  per  day,  and  warrant  offi- 
cers, $2,807  and  in  each  case  when  mar- 
ried,   $20   per   month    separation   allow- 
ance,   besides   all   clothing,   food,   medi- 
cal   attendance,,    etc       Promotions    are 
quick  in  the  air  service,  only  depending 
on   a   man's  aklU   and    his    ability*  4o 
use  It.

But  some- 
how, the  manager  was  Impressed  and 
gave  him  an  engagement  at  Keith's, 
Boston,  at  $50.  He  was  to  do  three 
shows  a  day. 

At  Boston,  Fogarty  found  George 
Day  on  the  same  bill.  Day  was  doing 
a  political  monologue,  and  Fogarty, 
who  then  told  stories  and  did  soft 
shoe  dancing,  was  told  by  the  manager, 
Bryant,  to  cut  all  political  comment 
from  his  act.  Bryant  advised  the 
young  monologulst  to  do  more 
dancing.  Fogarty  says  he  vivid- 
ly recalls  the  rest  of  Bryant's  com- 
ment. "Do  -more  dancing,"  he  said, 
"and  less  singing.  And  why  on  earth 
don't  you  change  that  name  of  yours?" 
But  Fogarty  felt  that  the  name  was 
good  enough  for  him.  Anyway,  he  was 
booked  and  later  played  the  Proctor 
time  for  $76.  Then  he  was  for  three 
years  in  burlesque  where  he  imper- 
sonated a  Swede,  a  Jew  and  an  Irish-

Ixion  Brings  Large  Cargo  of 
Oriental  Freight— 600  Tons 
Are    Consigned    to,  Local 

Merchants! 


Passing  the  Japanese  steamer  Sado 
Maru  of  the  N.  Y.  K.  fleuet  on  her  way 
to  this  Coast  from  th%  Far  East,  the 
Blue  Funnel  liner  ixion,  Captain  Wm. 
Black,  docked  at  the  Outer  Wharf  at 
11:30  o'clock  yesterday  morning  after  a 
quick  trip  across  the  Pacific  of  four- 
teen days. 

Exceptionally  fine  weather  was  ex- 
perienced throughout  the  entire  voyage. 
The  liner  eliminated  some  of  the  Jap- 
anese porta  of  call  and  after  coaling  at 
Kucbinotsu  she  came  straight  on  to 
Victoria,  this  change  In  her  itinerary 
being  due  to  the  fact  that  all  her  cargo 
space  waa  taken  up  when  ahe  left 
Hongkong.  There  is  at  present  more 
cargo  offering  in  the  Orient  than  the 
ships  can  handle  and  there  is  a  big  op- 
portunity awaiting  any  concern  here 
that  might  be  formed  for  «the  purpose 
of  operating  freighters  to  the  Far  Bast. 

The  Ixion  brought  800  tons'  of  freight 
for  victoria,  and  the  balance  of  her 
14,000-tOn  cargo  is  consigned  to  Van- 
couver and  Puget  Sound  ports,  the  most 
of  it  going  to  Seattle  for  shipment  over- 
land. There  were  three  cabin  passen- 
gers on  board  the  Ixion,  including  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  J.  Houghton,  who  are  on  their 
way  to  England.  Mr.  Houghton  war 
formerly  engaged  with  the  Blue  Funnel 
Line  and  has  for  some  year*  past  been 
In  business  In.  Java.  The  other  cabin. 
passenger  was  Mr.  J.  Carroll,  of  Ana- 
cortes,  who  has  Just  completed  a  round 
trip  on  tho  big  vessel. 

Officers  of  tho  Ixion  disclaimed  any 
knowledge  of  the  report  that  the  Blue 
Funnel  Hect  waa  about  to  be  com- 
mandeered by  the  British  Admiralty, 
and  they  expressed  the  opinion  that  it 
was  quite  unlikely  that  such  a  step 
would  be  taken.

$675,000,000  TO  BUILD 

717SHIPS  IN  U.  S. 

Magnitude   of  Work  la  Hand   I*  Moat 

Impressive — Include*    Naval 

Vessels 

NEW  YORK.  Feb.  28.— The  magnitude 
reached  by  the  United  States  shipbuild- 
ing Interests  is  most  impressive.  Con- 
tracts now  in  fores  calling  for  the  con- 
struction of  717  ships  of  various  types 
call  for  the  payment  of  8076,000,000. 
Supplementing  tho  recent  report  of  the 
Bureau  of  Navigation  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce,  it  Is  indicated  that 
for  the  U.  S.  Government  alone  188  ves- 
sels are  now  under  contract,  while  alx 
more  scout  cruisers  are  about  to  he  bid 
upon.  Tho  construction  of  these  boats 
will  consume  286,000  tons  of  otoeL 

Of  the  fifty-seven  boats  exclusive  of 
submarines  now  being  built,  fourteen 
are  being  constructed  in  tho  U.S.  navy 
yards,  forty-three  are  being  built  by 
merchant  yards,  thirty-one  of  which 
have  been  reported  specifically.  Of  the 
100  submarines  now  under  contract  four 
are  being  built  in  tho  Government  yards 
and  fifty-seven  were  under  contract  In 
"merchant  yards  on  February  1.  Since 
that  time  thirty-six  submerelblus,  It  Is 
understood,  have  been  placed  under  con- 
tract with  the  Submarine  Boat  Co.  It 
Is  also  understood  that  four  others  are 
now  being  placed  under  contract 

,The  nominal  contract  prices  of  -the 
boats  being  built  In  the  navy  yards  is 
241,000,000,  and  nearly  62.000  tons  of 
■teel  la  being  furnished  to  the  Govern- 
ment for  this  purpose.  For  the  boats 
being  built  toy  or  under  contract  with 
merchant  builders  222,000  tons  of  steel 
has  been  purchaaed  from  the  mills  for 
various  deliveries  throughout  the  cur- 
rent year,  and  in  1818.  the  contract 
prices  for  these  boaM,  estimating  the 
cost  of  the  thirty-five  submarines  re- 
cently ordered,  is  2148,715,000.  The  six 
scout  cruisers  upon  which  bids  are  to 
be  taken  on  March  14  will  cost  about 
25,000,000  each.  -

Dr.  Price,  who  waa  recentl/'appointed 
medical  health  officer  for  Victoria,  ad- 
dressed the  meeting  very  briefly  on  the 
urgent  necessity  for  taking  steps  to 
protect  the  lives  of  the  children,  wo 
many  of  which  are  lost  through  the  ap- 
palling Ignorance  of  the  young  mother*. 
who  never  receive  any  preparation  for 
motherhood/  He  stated  that  it  Is  clear- 
ly our  duty  and  that  of  the  government 
to  atop  the  progress  of  the  unskilled 
care  so  often  accorded  to  the  new-born 
children,  causing  the  death  of  children 
who  are  needed  now  more  than  at  any 
other  time  to  fill  the  gaps  caused  by 
this  terrible  war. 

Mr*.  Patchell.  of  tha  New  Westmin- 
ster Council.  In  speaking  on  "Women 
Prepared  for  Public  Life."  said  that 
with  ths  shortage  of  men  due  to  the 
war-,  the  opportunities  now  open  to  wo- 
men, there  *4»-  -no  reason  in  the  world 
why  they  should  not  succeed  In  any 
branch  of  professional  life  In  which 
they  engage  and  for  which  they  fit 
themselves.  In  her  official  capacity  as 
woman  constable  and  police  matron  in 
New  Westminster,  ahe  has  Jurisdiction 
over  girls  In  theatres,  tram*,  dance 
halls  and  all  public  thoroughfares, 
where   girls  may  congregate  and   be  In 


need  of  a  woman'*   guidance,      tin*    In- 
spect*     isssMag     houses,     appears     in 


court  When  Vomen'1  IM  CMftBwirr 
case*  ar*  brought  up,  also  take*  charge 
of  -rrtTT  where  children  are  cruelly 
treated  by  parents,  renders  hasp  la  do- 
mestic tangles,  gad  tf  one  *a*y  judge  by 
tha  amount  of  work  this  bravo  little  wo- 
man aecomsllshas.  ah*  "bring*  order 
out  of  chaos." 

"Women  Prepared  for  Industrial 
Ufa"  was  tho  eabjeet  so  ably  dealt 
with  by  Mrs.  Gordon  Id  her  splendid 
address,  which  she  cut  abort  in  view  of 
tha  Incomplete  programme  and  tho  late- 
noaa  of  tho  hour,  hut  all  who  listened 
so  attentively  were  Unpreaaed  with  the 
truth  of  her  remarks  concerning  the 
part  woman  should  take  In  the  develop- 
ment and  perfection  of  women's  work, 
in  all  its  phaass.     In  bank*  women  are 


rapidly  coming  to  tho  fore  and  axe 
"making  good,"  so  that  In  all  probabil- 
ity women  employed  In  banks  will  ha  a 
permanent  Institution.  Bbe  mentioned 
tho  disgracefully  low  "living  wage" 
which  la  being  paid  to  the  salesladies 
in  the  stores,  showed  convincingly  how 
difficult  a  matter  It  must  ha  for  any 
girl  to  try  "to  get  along  decently'  on  88 
or  88  per  weak  onl**a  she  lives  at  home 
and  la  clothed  and  fad  by  her  parent*. 
Ualeaa  tbe  latter  is  tb*  case  aha  Is 
liable  to  approach  tho  danger-line 
sooner  or  later  In  her  career.  Another 
suggestion  offered  by  this  speaker  waa 
that,  "If  business  men  employing  girls 
and  women  would  Introduce  more  con- 
venience* lata  their  store*  for  tho  bene- 
fit of  their  employees  they  would  be 
amply  repaid  for  any  Inconvenience  or 
expense  in  so  doing  by  the  Increased 
efficiency   of    their   staffs. 

Mrs.  Cave-Brown-Cave,  In  her  inspir- 
ing and  splendid  address  on  tbe  need  of 
"A  Now  Spirit  in  the  World"  held  the 
rapt  attention  of  bar  audience  through- 
out  her   paper,   which   waa  vary   brief. 

In  the  evening  the  delegates  who  held 
vote*  met  for  a  abort  aeasion  to  con- 
alder  the  amendments  Involved  In  the 
discussions,  and  aa  a  result  these  were 
passed  concerning  tbe  statutes  of  the 
constitution,  with  tha  exception  of  thet 
requesting  tho  appointment  of  advisory 
vice-president  for  the  Province,  which 
they  felt  wa*  unnecessary  owing  to  ths 
foot  that  tbo  Provincial  vice-president 
acta  In  that  capacity.

Chllllwack  and 
Delta  districts,  it  la  reported,  are  pretty 
close  to  the  margin,  but  the  district 
lying  between  is  well  supplied,  all  the 
growers  having  enough  for  their  own 
needs  and  most  of  them  a  little  to 
spare.

Heavy  Selling  Shows  Signs  of 
Liquidation  by  Timid  Hold- 
ers—Several Sharp  Reces- 
sions Are  Noted.

NEW  YORK,  Feb.  SI— The  restraint 
Imposed  upon  speculation  by  reason  of 
the  international  crisis  became  Increas- 
ingly effective  today,  special  stocks,  par- 
ticularly munitions  sod  equipments, 
showing  losses  of  S  to  almost  10  points. 
Selling  of  these  stocks  is  suggestive  of 
liquidation  on  the  part  of  timid  or  dis- 
couraged holders. 

The  set-back  gathered  force  from  oc- 
casional attacks  by  the  short  Interest, 
whose  operations  met  with  little  re- 
sistance. At  no  time  did  the  market 
manifest  more  than  a  slight  degree  of 
steadiness.  Lowest  prices  were  made 
In  the  final  hour,  accompanied  by  ru- 
nicrs  that  Oerman  submarines  had  been 
seen  in  Cuban  waters. 

Bethlehem  Steel  Issues  registered  the 
greatest  losses,  the  old  stock  falling  9 
points,  to  129,  the  new  shares  1*4,  to 
105%,  and  "rights"  to  the  new  stock  de- 
clining 7Vs  to  4. 

Other  noteworthy  reversals  included 
New  York  Airbrake,  Industrial  Alcohol, 
General  Motors,  Oulf  States  Steel,  At- 
lantic Gulf  and  w.  I.,  Mexican  Petro- 
leum, Texas  Company  and  American 
Smelting,  at  gross  declines  of  from  2 
to  *  points. 

United  States  Steel  was  less  active 
than  on  the  previous  day,  and  yielded 
less  than  any  of  tho  popular  tasues, 
closing  at  a  nominal  decline,  compared 
with  1  to  2  points  for  related  shares. 

Unsettlement  was  shown  by  motors 
and  subsidiaries;  sugars,  Central  Leath- 
er, Westinghouse,  General  Klectric,  and 
the  utilities.  Mackay  Companies  made 
only  slight  response  to  the  Increased 
rate  of  dividend,  and  Western  Union 
lost  a  point

MINING  INDUSTRY 


Tho  Toronto  World  la  a  resent  Is- 
sue had  the  following  interesting  let- 
ter received  by  the  Canadian  Northern 
Hallway  Company  at  its  offices  in  To- 
ronto, from  Chu  Ckua.  British  Colum- 
bia, regarding  the  development  Of  min- 
eral-bearing areas  tributary  to  its  main 
lias  through  the  North  Thompson  Val- 
ley: "There  are  about  twenty  claims 
staked  hero;  the  first  oar  of  gold  ore 
taken  from  tho  surface  of  the  Wind 
Pass  Claim  had  a  gross  value  of  11.441 
and  there  Is  another  carload  ready  for 
shipment. 

"As  soon  as  the  Spring  opens  up  so 
that  wo  can  build  wagon  roads,  there. 
win  be  largo  shipments  during  the 
coming  Summer.  At  present  the  ore 
is  being  taken  down  the  mountain  side 
by  hand  sloda  There  la  about  f.0,000 
worth  of  ore  In  sight  on  these  claims 
without  ivry  much  development  work, 

"At  the  head  waters  of  Boulder  and 
Canyon  Crooks  there  are  large  bodies 
of  copper  ore  that  carry  gold  and  sil- 
ver valnos,  and  large  deposits  of  mag- 
netite iron  org  that  carry  some  gold 
values. 

"At  Blackpool  there  Is  ore  being 
shipped  that  carries  both  lead  and  sti- 
ver. 

"From  the  Fog  Horn  Group  at  the 
head  of  Boulder  Creek  there  wero 
shipped  60  tons  of  Galena  ore  with  a 
'gross  value  of  34,000.  A  further 
shipment  of  this  ore  will  be  made  this 
Winter. 


"In  addition  to  this  part  of  the 
North  Thompson  Valley  bslng  a  line 
farming  and  ranching  country,  It  la 
destined  to  be  one  of  the  richest  min- 
eral-producing districts  in  British  Co- 
lumbia. All  It  needs  Is  capital  for 
development,  sr 


The  Ikeda  mines  on  the  Queen  Char- 
lotte Islands  are  likely  to  see  far 
greater  development  than  over  In  the 
past,  says  The  Prince  Rupert  Journal. 
A  reorganization  of  the  management  is 
in  course  of  consummation.  New  cap- 
ital Is  expected  to  be  Introduced  and 
the  mines  worked  to  a  greater  extent 
than  ever  before.  Manager  Norrln,  of 
the  Silver  Standard  mme,  near  Hazel- 
ton,  has  blocked  out  work  at  the  Ikeda 
and  will  exercise  a  close  supervision 
of  the  properly. 


The  Nelson  News  reports  that  Mr. 
O.  H.  Mutrhard  has  shipped  a  carload 
of  high  grade  dry  silver  ore  to  Trail 
smelter  from  the  Black  Orouse  mine, 
en  the  north  fork  of  Carpenter  Creek, 
near  Sandon.  Another  carload  of.  high- 
grade  copper  ore  has  been  shipped 
from  tho  Burton  mine,  near  Elko,  by 
Mr.  A.  T.  Caldwell.  The  Lucky  Mike 
Mining  Company,  In  the  Nicola  Valley, 
will  shortly  appear  In  the  list  of  ship- 
ping properties.  It  has  sent  a  ship- 
ment of  copper  ore  to  Trail  amelter. 
Mr.  O.  A.  Schmidt  Is  manager  of  the 
company. 

Work  carried  out  on  the  Casslar 
Queen  property  near  Telkwa  has  re- 
sulted in  the  location  at 'depth  of  the 
ore  body  sought.  The  tunnel  that  has 
been  driving  for  some  time  has  come 
on  the  vein  at  a  vertical  depth  of  260 
feet  below  the  surface  workings.  At 
the  present  time  the  operations  consist 
of  drifting  on  the  vein  to  ascertain  the 
extent  of  the  body.  The  vein  is 
twelve  feet  in  width.  It  Is  a  concen- 
trating proposition,  carrying  the  main 
values  In  copper. 


Dealing  with  the  outlook  for  mining 
in  the  northern  Interior,  The  Prince 
Rupert  Journal  says:  "The  outlook  In 
this  part  of  the  Province  Is  becoming 
most  roseate.  Many  are  turning  their 
attention  to  this  section  of  the  coun- 
try and  the  coming  season  will  un- 
doubtedly aeo  more  activity  in  the  way 
of  mining  than  has  been  the  case  in 
the  history  of  the  Province.  One  well 
known  mining  man  stated  to  The  Jour- 
nal yesterday  that  there  was  behind 
this  city  In  a  mining  way  more  than 
Vancouver  In  tho  south  ever  dreamed 
of.  He  prophesied  that  within  a  com- 
paratively few  years  there  would  be 
15,000  men  engaged  in  mining  in  this 
country.  The  speaker  was  not  one 
who  had  any  personal  object  In  view 
In  the  development,  but  wag  one  who 
has  had  the  opportunity  to  study  the 
situation  and  is  convinced  of  what 
there  Is  here.  W.  McAdams,  who  has 
been  investigating  the  mineral  possi- 
bilities of  the  Interior  for  a  number  of 
years,  is  also  most  sanguine  of  the 
outlook.  He  says  that  this  Summer 
there  Is  going  to  be  an  unprecedented 
Influx  of  mining  men  investigating  the 
possibilities  here.  Ho  has  just  re- 
turned from  the  East  and  says  that  the 
Interest  there  was  very  marked.  He 
has  the  greatest  faith  in  the  coun- 
try." 


AWAITING  JUDGMENT  IN 
GRAVES'  ESTAT*  APPEAL 


Ths  will  of  Mr.  Joseph  Blackburn 
Greaves,  a  rancher  of  Douglas  Lake. 
Nicola  Valley,  who  died  on  June  IS, 
1016.  at  Victoria,  leaving  aa  estate  of 
over  8660,000,  has  given  rise  to  sn  In- 
teresting contest  before  the  Court  of 
Appeal,  la  which  the  validity  of  a  be- 
quest of  1100,000  in  aid  of  each  or 
any  one  such  charitable  or  benevolent 
institutions  situated  In  the  Nicola  Val- 
ley aa  my  trustees  shall  consider  to  bo 
deserving  of  support.  Is  at  stake.  Mr. 
Justice  Clement  has  held  that  the  be- 
quest' Is  Invalid,  and  the  Court  of  Ap- 
peal has  reserved  its)  decision  on  tho 
appeal  from  Justice  Clements  judg- 
ment. 

The  legal  problem  which  so  far  haa 
tied  up  the  0100,000  bequest  to  "char- 
itable or  benevolent  institutions  in  the 
Nicola  Valley,"  Is  not  less  interesting. 
Tho  word  "charity,"  which  has  a  very 
general  meaning  to  the  lay  mind,  has 
certain  circumscribed  meanings  at 
law.  Most  of  these  definitions  were 
settled  by  statutes  passed  In  the  time 
of  Elizabeth  and  William  and  Mary. 
There  Is  also  a  well-recognised  legal 
principle  that  a  bequest  to  be  a  good 
devise  must  be  conjunctive,  not  dis- 
junctive. Thus  had  the  bequest  been 
for  charitable  purposes,  only,  it  would 
have  been  good  at  law.  Had  it  been 
worded  "for  charitable  and  benevo- 
lent Institutions,"  It  would  have  been 
a  good  devise,  but  when  the  bequest 
was  worded  "for  charitable  or  benev- 
olent institutions,"  it  was  too  diverse 
an  Instruction  and  required  the  execu- 
tors to  refer     the  matter  to  the  court. 

In  the  proceedings  before  Mr.  Jus- 
tice Clement  it  was  argued  that  the 
phrase  "charitable  or  benevolent" 
was  disjunctive  and  indefinite,  and 
that  the  directions  of  the  court  were 
required. 

Mr.  Justice  Clement,  after  hearing 
argument  by  counsel,  decided  that  the 
bequest — which  is  contained  In  a  co- 
dicil dated  February,  1814 — Is  void 
and  invalid  on  the  grounds  of  uncer- 
tainty. A  bequest  made  to  the  Kam- 
loops  General  Hospital,  which  was  re- 
voked  by  another  codicil,  was  declared 
to  be  part  of  tho  residuary  estate. 

After  certain  bequests  of  friends  and 
relatives  are  paid,  the  residuary  es- 
tate Is  to  be  divided  into  fifty-seven 
parts,  each  of  which  will  be  valued 
at  approximately  110,000.  Tho  Pro- 
vincial Royal  Jubilee  Hospital  at  Vic- 
toria Is  to  receive  twenty*  of  the  fifty- 
seven  parts  of  the  residue,  the  B.  C. 
Protestant  Orphans'  Home  one  part, 
the  Salvation  Army  in  B.  C.  three 
parts,  the  Vancouver  General  Hospital 
six  parts,  the  Children's  Aid  Society  of 
Vancouver  one  part,  the  Anti-Tuber- 
culosis Society  twenty  parts,  and  St 
Luke's  Home  six  parts.  This  will  make 
the  bequests  to  the  Provincial  Royal 
Jubilee  Hospital  and  the  B.  C.  Anti- 
Tuberculosis  nearly  $200,000  each,  the 
Vancouver  Hospital  and  St.  Luke's 
Home  nearly  S6O«0&  each,  the  Salva- 
tion Army  "  nearly  $30,000  and  the 
Children's    Aid   Society   nearly      $10,000. 

The  largest  deduction  from  the  es- 
tate has  been  the  probate  fee;.,  which 
on  an  estate  of  this  size  amounted  to 
$93,000.  The  executors  are  Messrs.  F. 
B.  Pemberton,  Wm.  Curtis  Sampson 
and   Llndley   Crease,    K.C.,   of   Victoria. 
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Three  carloads  of  ore  have  been 
shipped  from  the  Dockrlll- Jefferson 
group  of  mines  at  Telkwa  Basin  to 
the  Granby  smelter.  Some  Idea  of  tho 
richness  of  the  ore  can  be  obtained 
when  It  Is  stated  that  the  cost  of 
transporting  the  output  to  the  railway 
by  sleighs  from  the  mine  is  $15  a  ton. 
A  haul  of  $7  miles  bas  to  bo  made. 
The  ore  Is  said  to  go  25  per  cent  In 
copper.  The  three  cars  of  ore  are 
valued  at  $16,000. 


They  have  formed  a  development 
syndicate  in  Hedley,  says  The  Ga- 
zette, to  take  over  and  work  claims 
on  lease  and  bond.  The  scheme  haa 
worked  satisfactorily  In  other  camps, 
often  realising  good  returns  on  the 
investment.  The  scheme  is  for  a  num- 
ber of  men  to  Invest  $6  or  $10  month- 
ly, bond,  e  claim,  and  put  men  to  work 
developing  it.  All  are  contributors  or 
workers.  .If  pay  ore  Is  atruck  big 
enough  to  lift  the  bond  and  pay  divi- 
dends It  may  prove  a  big  winner.  On 
the  other  hand,  there  is  the  known  in- 
vestment and  loss  should  It  provo  a 
failure.  It  is  a  good  gamble.  The 
scheme  could  be  worked  In  almost  any 
camp4.

WASHINGTON.  Feb.  28.— President 
Wilson  has  received  the  following  cable- 
gram from  Austin  Y.  Hoy,  whose  mother 
ami  sister  were  lost  when  the  liner 
Lin  .hi hi  was  torpedoed  without  warning 
by  a  German  submarine: 

"I  am  an  American  citizen,  represent- 
ing the  Sullivan  Machinery  Company, 
of  Chicago,  living  abroad,  not  as  an  ex- 
patriate, but  for  the  promotion  of 
American  trade.  I  love  the  flag,  believ- 
ing In  its  significance.  My  beloved  mo- 
ther and  sister,  passengers  on  the  La- 
conla.  have  been  foully  murdered  on  the 
high  seas. 

"Ab  an  American  citizen  outraged, 
and  us  such  fully  within  my  right,  and 
as  an  American  son  and  brother  be- 
reuved,  I  call  upon  my  Government  to 
preserve  Its  citizens'  self-respect  and 
save  others  of  my  countrymen  from 
such  deep  grief  as  I  now  feel.  I  am  of 
military  age  and  able  to  fight.  If  my 
country  can  use  me  against  those  bru- 
tal assassins  I  am  at  Its  call.

Mexican  officials.  Last  November  the 
British  charge  at  Mexico  City  presented 
to  the  Curranza  Foreign  Office  a  noti- 
fication that  if  it  was  discovered  that 
Mexican  neutrality  thus  had  been 
violated  the  Allies  would  "take  drastic 
measures"  td*' prevent  a  continuance  of 
that   situation. 

In  a  note  almost  identical  in  tone 
Foreign  Minister  Aguilar  replied  to  the 
charge  that,  in  effect,  it  was  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Allies  to  keep  German  sub- 
marines from  the  western  waters,  and 
if  they  were  not  kept  out  Mexico  would 
adopt  whatever  course  the  cjreum- 
etuuees   might  demand. 

To  German  influences  have  been  at- 
tributed In  some  quarters  the  vigorous 
steps  taken  by  the  de  facto  Finance 
Minister  to  force  loans  from  the  Banco 
Naclonul  und  the  Bank  of  London  and 
Mexico,  owned  by  French  and  British 
capital.  The  institutions  were  closed 
by  the  Mexican  authorities,  and  some 
of  their  officers  imprisoned  and  held 
for  weeks,  despite  repeated  protests  by 
France,  Oreal  .Britain  and  the  United 
States.  Keporfs  of  German  machine 
guns  and  German  gunners  In  the  Car- 
runza  army  also  have  been  persistent, 
although  tho  relative  Importance  of 
the  proposed  alliance  is  not  fully  es- 
tablished. 

Austrian   Effort 

It  was  recalled  tonight,  too,  that  last 
November,  when  the  Mexican-American 
Joint  commission  was  making  its  futile 
effort  to  adjust  tho  differences  be- 
tween tho  two  countries,  the  Austro- 
Hunsarlan  ambassador  at  Mexico  City, 
Count  Kulman  Kama  Volkanya,  made 
a  trip  to  the  United  States  on  what  he 
described    as    "a    secret    mission." 

A  suggestion  interpreted  by  some  of- 
ficials as  indicating  that  Germany 
might  have  made  approaches  to  Mexico 
at  that  time  was  made  by  Cabrera  in 
mi  address  at  Philadelphia  on  Novem- 
ber 10.  "The  foes  of  the  United  States 
will  certainly  assume  to  be  friends  of 
Mexico,"  said  Mr.  Cabrera,  "and  will 
try  to  take  advantage  of  any  sort  of 
resentment  Mexico  may  have  against 
the  United  States.  Mexico,  neverthe- 
less, understands  that  in  cases  of  a 
conflict  between  tho  United  States  and 
any  one  nation  outside  America  her  at- 
titude must  be  one  of  continental 
solidarity." 

It  has  bten  an  open  secret  that  De- 
partment of  Justice  agents  in  their  In- 
vestigations of  plots  to  violate  Amer- 
ican neutrality  by  setting  on  foot 
armed  expeditions  in  Mexico  more  than 
once  have  uncovered  what  appeared  to 
be  trails  of  the  German  secret  service. 
A  "few  days  ago  Fred  Kaiser,  suspected 
of  being  a  German  agent,  wtfs  arrested 
at  Nogulcs  on  charges  hrougbt  under 
the  neutrality  statutes.  Department  of 
Justice  agents  ngents  declaring  he  had 
attempted  to  obtain  military  information 
on  the  American  side  of  the  border, 
and  had  cultivated  tho  society  of  Amer- 
ican army  officers  with  an  apparent  In- 
tention  of   promoting   those    efforts. 

Lust  July,  when  W.  II.  Schwelbz, 
who  claimed  to  be  a»  former  German 
army  officer,  escaped  Into /Mexico  at 
Nogales  after  arrest  on  similar  charges, 
the  deputy  marshal  who  tried  to  follow 
him  was  stopped  by  Mexican  authori- 
ties.

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The  enemy  was  glad  that  a  white  mist 
was  rising  from  tho  earth  when  the  thaw 
set  In,  and  he  made  use  of  It  to  conceal 
his  retirement.  Our  flying  men  could  not 
observe  him,  and  ho  escaped  their  search- 
ing eyes.  What  he  did  not  escape  scot 
free  was  the  tire  of  out  guns,  which  had 
ranged  upon  all  his  roads  and  swept  them 
with  shells,  so  that  his  retiring  troops 
must  have  suffered  heavily.  When  that 
side  of  the  story  Is  told,  if  It  Is  ever  told. 
It  is  likely  that  the  German  soldiers  will 
have  a  tragic  tale  to  tell  of  the  way  out 
of  those  ruins  and  back  across  the  up- 
heaved earth.  In  which  they  had  held 
their  lines  until  the  pressure  of  our  at- 
tacks made  life  intolerable.  Our  guns  arc 
still,  reaching  out  to  the  enemy's  way  of 
withdrawal,  and  he  will  never  escape  be- 
yond the  range'  of  them.  The  enemy  has 
been  carcfu-1  to  sot  fire  to  any  stores  which 
he  could  not  carry  away,  and  his  flitting 
has  been  done  with  method.  Vndcr  cover 
of  fog  ho  withdrew  his  held  guns  and  he 
has  covered  his  retreat  by  heavy  barrages, 
restricting  himself  to  scattering  shells  in 
blocks  from  long-range  guns  on  railway 
mountings. 

Early  this  morning  fires  were  seen  to  bo 
breaking  out  at  other  points  of  the  line, 
as  though  he  was  destroying  his  dugouts 
thore.  but  this  is  not  yet  confirmed.  Heavy 
explosions  were  also  heard  from  the  direc- 
tion of  Bapeaume,  and  It  seems  that  a 
great  work  of  destruction  has  been  done  in 
that  town.  In  order  to  prevent  our  entry. 
Great  trees  were  flung  across  the  roads, 
forming  barriers,  and  great  mine  craters 
have  been  opened  beyond  the  fallen  trees. 
This  is  like  the  work  of  men  who  fling  out 
chairs  to  stop  pursuit  while  they  escape 
from  the  house.  The  enemy  Is  trying  to 
hinder  us  while  he  escapes  to  his  new  line 
of  defence.  What  Is  that  line?  Anybody 
studying  the  map  will  be  able  to  form  his 
own  theories,  and  they  are  as  good  as  any 
expert's,  because  nobody  knows  what  Is  In 
the  mind  of  the  German  government  or 
what  will  be  the  fortune  or  accident  of 
war. 

May  Be  Next  Line 
The  next  Immediate  line  of  defence  Is 
along  tho  Rapaume  ridge,  running  down 
through  Itucquoy.  Achlet-le-I'etit  and 
Grevlllers.  It  seems  to  me  probable  that 
he  will  put  up  a  stiff  fight  here,  but  thnt 
may  only  cover  further  retirement  on  a 
bigger  Hcale.  Does  he  mean  to  swing  back 
front  Arras  and  shorten  his  llm-  to  Cam- 
bral?  It  Is  a  natural  line  of  defence,  as 
all  contour  maps  show,  and  would  hold  the 
door  of  retreat  shut  for  some  time,  perhaps. 
If  he  ever  saw  himself  faced  with  a  gen- 
eral retreat  through  Belgium  and  North- 
ern France,  which,  without  such  a  barrier, 
would  mean  Inevitable  rout,  and  Germany's 
final,  complete  and  most  bloody  debacle. 
Such  speculations  will  only  be  solved  by 
future    events. 

What  Is  clear,  what  stands  before  our 
Imagination  as  a  stark  fact.  Is  the  enemy's 
decision  to  abandon  ground  whore  the 
pressure  of  our  coming  attacks  would  havo 
caused  <jBjSW  enormous  losses,  and  to  full 
back  to  ^Upw  easier  to  hold  and  more  <l j r- 
flcult  to  take.  Tho  mud  and  mist  favor 
them,  as  the  awful  state  of  the  ground, 
now  that  tho  long  frost  has  given  way, 
will  make  It  difficult  for  our  troops  and 
guns  to  follow.  They  know  that,  and  they 
based  their  plans  upon  that  knowledge,  but 
their  plans,  or  at  least  their  hopes,  leave 
out  of  the  reckoning  the  spirit  of  the 
British  soldiers,  who  are  never  beaten  by 
any  kind  of  ground  and  wealher,  and  the 
tremendous  power  of  our  artillery,  which 
can  make  a  hell  of  any  line,  however  strong 
or  new.  Wherever  they  may  halt,  our 
armies  will  follow  them  Bid  begin  the 
work  of  construction  again!'
